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Possible Racketeering Charges 
To Be Brought Against OCA 

Bigots 'Documents Show Sloppy, Perhaps Fraudulent, Accounting

A former assistant attor¬ 
ney general for the state of 
Oregon has asked the Oregon 
attorney general to conduct 
an investigation of the Ore¬ 
gon Citizens Alliance (OCA) 
for alleged violations of Ore¬ 
gon tax statutes, racketeer¬ 
ing laws, and state Charitable 
Trust and Solicitation Acts. 

Attorney Emily Simon ap¬ 
peared at an October 24 news 
conference at No On 9 Cam¬ 
paign headquarters along 
with Nola Wilken, a certified 
public accountant who com¬ 
piled a report on the GCA’s 
Contribution and Expendi¬ 
ture (C & E) filings with the 
Oregon secretary of state, 
and No On 9 Campaign Di¬ 
rector Peggy Norman. 

“Perhaps most compelling 
in these findings,” Simon 
said, “was how the OCA 
moves money from entity to 
entity. This is a classic racke¬ 
teering enterprise, in which 
the entities are all controlled 
by the same individuals.” 

“Additionally,” Simon said, 
“there is an apparent conflict 
of interest between the mem¬ 
bers of the boards of these en¬ 
tities and the individuals who 
primarily perform their ser¬ 
vices. 

“Finally,” said Simon, “the 
documents that were present¬ 
ed to the secretary of state 
not only do not disclose the 
relationships among the vari¬ 
ous entities but they affirma¬ 


tively disavow it.” 

Both Simon and Wilken 
were retained by the No On 9 
Campaign to determine if 
there have been financial ir¬ 
regularities involving the 
OCA’s various entities. Simon 
formerly worked in the area 
of financial fraud for the at¬ 
torney general’s office. 
Wilken is a CPA specializing 
in non-profit organization fi¬ 
nances. 

The report — called “Find¬ 
ings and Analysis of Financial 
Data from the Oregon Citi¬ 
zens Alliance and Related Or¬ 
ganizations and PACs” — was 
constructed entirely of public 
documents. The No On 9 
Campaign had no access to 
backup documents such as in¬ 
voices and checks. 

Simon sent the report to 
Oregon Attorney General 
Charles Crookham with a 
cover letter “requesting that 
you conduct this investiga¬ 
tion, because of your statuto¬ 
rily mandated authority to is¬ 
sue subpoenas and seize doc¬ 
uments.” 

Marla Rae, executive assis¬ 
tant to Crookham, said that 
“we are taking a look at what 
they submitted to see what 
falls within our jurisdiction or 
within the jurisdiction of oth¬ 
er state agencies.” 

Norman said she and her 
staff had previously reviewed 
the OCA’s C & E reports for 
the previous year, and discov¬ 
ered transactions that were 


“irregular and unusual,” in¬ 
cluding the fact that OCA 
chairman Lon Mabon and his 
family members were receiv¬ 
ing large amounts of pay¬ 
ments for salaries, expenses 
and other undocumented rea¬ 
sons. 

Norman said it “really be¬ 
came beyond the scope of our 
staffs ability to do this, so we 
retained a CPA firm to tell us 
what this all means.” 

Wilken said that “as we be¬ 
gan reviewing these [C & E] 
reports, we found a highly 
complex web of transactions 
involving five separate enti¬ 
ties.” Wilken said the. firm 
spent over 100 hours compil¬ 
ing the three-quarter-inch- 
thick report. 

“These are serious mat¬ 
ters,” Wilken said, “involving 
transactions which really fly 
in the face of ethical business 
practices for nonprofit enti¬ 
ties. We found false state¬ 
ments on IRS filings, ques¬ 
tionable travel reimburse¬ 
ments, payments for board 
members’ personal expenses 
such as car repairs and 
babysitting, and unusual 
transfers of cash amongst the 
five OCA entities.” 

The OCA umbrella organi¬ 
zation contains the OCA Edu¬ 
cational Foundation, No Spe¬ 
cial Rights PAC (sponsor of 
Ballot Measure 9], OCA PAC, 
Human Rights League PAC 
and the Oregon Christian 
(Continued on page 42) 
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OTTAWA (UPI) - The 
Federal Court of Canada has 
struck down the Canadian 
military’s policy against em¬ 
ploying or promoting homo¬ 
sexuals, ruling that it violates 
the country’s Charter of 
Rights and Freedoms. 

“The Canadian Forces will 
comply fully with the federal 
court’s decision,” said Gen. 
A.J.G.D. de Chastelain, the 
chief of the defense staff and 
Canada’s most senior mil¬ 
itary official. 

“Canadians, regardless of 
their sexual orientation, will 
now be able to serve their 
country in the Canadian 
Forces without restriction,” 


adding that the policy change 
is effective immediately. 

Tuesday’s landmark court 
ruling followed a constitution¬ 
al challenge by Michelle Dou¬ 
glas, a 28-year-old Ontario 
woman who three years ago 
was forced to give up a 
promising air force career be¬ 
cause she is gay. 

Following a probe 
launched by the military in 
1988, Douglas was transferred 
to a less sensitive job, 
stripped of her top security 
clearance and in 1989 was rec¬ 
ommended for release be¬ 
cause of her “admitted homo-

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Bof A's Bldg: At the Heart 
Of the Castro—and Controversy

Bank of America is up for 
another test. 

As the multi-million dollar 
corporation plans to vacate its 
branch office on the corner of 
Market and Castro streets, it 
has the power to make a deci¬ 
sion that will have massive 
repercussions on the lesbian, 
gay, and bisexual communi¬ 
ties of San Francisco. 

Four members of the 
Board of Supervisors — 
Roberta Achtenberg, Carole 
Migden, Harry Britt, and Ter¬ 
ence Hallinan — are working 
to ensure that the next occu¬ 
pant of the visible, symbolic 
space be by, about, and for 
queers. They have been grant¬ 
ed the right of first refusal for 
the building, meaning that 
they (or the agency they 
choose) will be given the op¬ 
portunity to outbid any com¬ 
mercial competitors for the 
space. 

The building is owned by 
Bob Lurie. Bank of America 
currently pays $4,900 each 
month in rent, although they 
have established that the mar¬ 
ket value for the property is 
somewhere between $12,000 
to $20,000 per month. The 
bank could, if it wanted to, 
sublease the building to, say, 
Carl’s Jr., for $15,000 a month, 
and pocket the surplus 
$10,000. The four supes would 
have the right to out 
bid Carl’s Jr., but it is unlikely 
that any community agency 
would be able to pay that 
kind of rent. 

So once again Bank of 
America has the power to 
help or hurt the lesbian, gay, 
bisexual, and AIDS communi¬ 
ties. They can commit to 
holding the rent at $4,900, 
what they pay, and allow the 
lesbian, gay, bisexual, and 
AIDS communities to use the 
corner building on Harvey 
Milk Plaza. Or they can go 
for the profit, and sublease to 
a fast food or retail chain. 

While negotiating with the 
bank’s upper echelons, the su¬ 
pervisors formed a queer ad¬ 
visory committee in mid- 
September to determine the 
best possible use for the 
building. 

The committee, which is 
chaired by John Woods of 
Queer Scouts and Lauri Irv¬ 
ing of LGADDA (Lesbians 
and Gays of African Descent 
for Democratic Action), in¬ 
cludes Paul Boneberg, from 
Mobilization Against AIDS; 
Dean Goodwin, an aide to Su¬ 
pervisor Migden; Roma Guy, 
the founder of the Women’s 
Building; Eileen Hansen, 
from the Harvey Milk Pro¬ 
gressive Democratic Club; 
Maria Salazar, from Equal 
Rights Advocates; Wenny 
Kusuma, from WOMAN, Inc.; 
Thomas Tymstone, from 18th 
Street Services; Heather 
Hyles, who’s working on the 
Clinton-Gore campaign; Jorge 
Cortines, from ACT UP; and 
Randy Burns, from Gay 
American Indians. 

Observers and participants 
say they are optimistic about 
the committee’s ability to 
work together and arrive at a 
fair and representative conclu¬ 
sion. 

“I feel personally that they 
tried to balance the commit¬ 
tee by gender and ethnicity, 
one of the rare occurrences in 
our community. There are 
representatives from the 


AIDS community, the activist 
community, the political club 
community,” said Woods. 

“The committee is well- 
built. I’m very happy with the 
composition. We balance each 
other real well. We’ve talked 
about very hard issues of race 
and class and there’s been 
good communication. Some 
members of the committee 
are being recognized as com¬ 
munity leaders for the first 
time. I only wish we could all 
deal with each other this 
way,” Irving said. 

The committee began by 
soliciting proposals from orga¬ 
nizations in the lesbian, gay, 
bisexual, and AIDS communi¬ 
ties for tenancy of the build¬ 
ing. 

Four groups stepped for¬ 
ward: LYRIC, the Lavender 
Youth Recreation and Infor¬ 
mation Center, which pro¬ 
posed a lesbian, gay, bisexual, 
transgender, and questioning 
youth center; Shanti Project, 


which proposed a comprehen¬ 
sive neighborhood center tar¬ 
geting the lesbian, gay, and 
bisexual communities, people 
with HIV/AIDS, and Castro 
area residents and tourists; 
the National Center for Les¬ 
bian Rights, which proposed 
to establish its headquarters 
in the space and share it with 
other agencies or programs; 
and the Life Center, which 
proposed an AIDS/HIV com¬ 
munity services center which 
would provide information, 
referrals, and education. 

LYRIC, which had been 
considered a favorite for the 
building, removed its bid for 
the space on October 21, cit¬ 
ing the steep renovation costs 
necessary to occupy the build¬ 
ing and acknowledging the 
agency’s limited financial re¬ 
sources. 

“A multi-purpose youth 
center is a very crucial need 
in our community. We don’t 
(Continued on page 26)

For the past six years, 
John Kuivenhoven thought he 
was living with AIDS. 

In August of 1986 Kuiven¬ 
hoven, a gay man, came down 
with flu-like symptoms and 
went to Kaiser Santa Theresa 
in San Jose for medical treat¬ 
ment. He was diagnosed as 
having Pneumocystis, with¬ 
out, he said, ever having been 
tested for HIV. After a three- 
week treatment, Kuiven¬ 
hoven shut down his 25-year 
practice as a skin care special¬ 
ist and moved to San Francis¬ 
co to ensure he got the best 
care. 

In June of this year, after 
six years of medical treat¬ 
ment that has proved severely 
disabling and almost deadly, 
John Kuivenhoven found out 
that he is HIV-negative and 
he does not have AIDS. 

He might still be living un¬ 
der the wrong diagnosis if not 
for a doctor at Kaiser in San 
Francisco, who realized that 
Kuivenhoven had an extraor¬ 
dinarily high T-cell count. Ac¬ 
cording to a statement pre¬ 
pared by Kuivenhoven’s attor¬ 
ney, Paul Wotman, Kuiven¬ 
hoven received a letter from 
Kaiser on June 12, 1992, de¬ 
manding that he come in for 
testing and threatening that 
the hospital would urge a cut¬ 
off of his disability payments 
unless he did so immediately. 

“A few days after having 
the test done, Mr. Kuiven¬ 
hoven received a phone call 
from a Kaiser physician 
whom he had seen only once, 
telling him he should ‘rejoice’ 
that he was HIV-negative, 
that Kaiser had made a mis¬ 
take, and that he could now 
go out and have sex,” the 
statement reads. 

Kuivenhoven was shocked 
and offended by the doctor’s 
call, and suspicious enough to 
get anonymously tested sever¬ 
al times to verify Kaiser’s 
findings. Every test came 
back negative. 

Today John Kuivenhoven, 
who is 53 years old, suffers 
from hypertension, high 
blood pressure, migraines, 
neuropathy, asthma, and 
bronchitis. He believes that 
every health problem he suf¬ 
fers from now is due to five 
years of devastatingly wrong 
treatment. 

Kuivenhoven has been tak¬ 
ing AZT since June of 1987, 
and has experienced severe 
side effects since that time. 
To balance the powerful 
headaches that came with 
AZT, he was prescribed 
Diaudid, a pain killer upon

which he eventually became 
dependent. He then was pre¬ 
scribed Halcion to counteract 
the effects of Dilaudid. At one 
point in the hospital, Kuiven¬ 
hoven was given an overdose 
of these medications, entered 
a “Code Blue” situation, and 
had to be revived. 

In addition to the tempo¬ 
rary and permanent health 
problems Kuivenhoven now 
faces, he has struggled 
through incomprehensible 
trauma. He feared that he 
transmitted HIV to his part¬ 
ner. He was told he had less 
than six months to live. He 
believed he was going to die 
soon, any day. He wrote a 
farewell letter to his lover, 
brother, and friends. He woke 
up every morning preparing 
himself to die. He lived on 
food stamps and disability, 
and feared travelling far from 
the hospital, in case an emer¬ 
gency happened. 

But Kuivenhoven’s reac¬ 
tion is not one of anger, but 
of shock and devastation. At a 
press conference during 
which Wotman announced 
Kuivenhoven would be suing 
Kaiser for $2 million, Kuiven¬ 
hoven sat quietly, timidly, 
with enormous sadness in his 
eyes and a tenuous smile on 
his face. 

“It’s difficult for me to be 
angry at people. I’m not,” he 
said. 

When asked about Kaiser’s 
claim that Kuivenhoven’s cur¬ 
rent medical problems stem 
from his refusal to follow 
their direction, he slowly 
closed his eyes, smiled tragi¬ 
cally, and said softly and tran¬ 
quilly, “I’m a very compliant 
person. I’ve always followed 
their advice or their treat¬ 
ment. These were my doc¬ 
tors. I did whatever they said 
would make me well.” 


Today, it is still hard for 
John Kuivenhoven to think of 
himself as a person living 
without AIDS. He feels some¬ 
how like he has been lying to 
others, and expects judgment 
by some. 

“I think people who are 
loving always care about 
you,” but that others may 
turn their backs, he said. “I 
still think of myself as a per¬ 
son with AIDS.” 

Wotman said that he was 
unaware of any other case in 
which someone was mis-diag- 
nosed and medicated for 
AIDS for six years, and while 
he did not feel it was a 
widespread problem, the at¬ 
torney said he is “sure [Kuiv- 
enhovenj’s not the only one.” 

“Maybe it was because he 
is gay and they knew it, they 
thought, ‘This man must have 
AIDS,”’ Wotman said. 

Kuivenhoven sought out 
the Bay Area Reporter to do 
an additional interview after 
the press conference, because 
he felt it was especially im¬ 
portant to talk to his own 
community. 

“I think our community 
needs this information. I want 
to share with my brothers 
and sisters this nightmare,” 
he said. 

Before the interview got 
going, Kuivenhoven stood up, 
his eyes rolled back, and he 
collapsed onto the carpet of 
the law office. The straight 
TV camera people rushed in 
and switched on their lights, 
as Wotman furiously fended 
them ofLSomeone called the 
paramedics, and after about 
15 minutes, Kuivenhoven 
shakily walked out of the 
building between two emer¬ 
gency workers. He had a faint 
smile on his face, but it was 
clear he was still very sad. ▼

Killer of Gay Man 
Returned for Trial

The confessed killer of a 
gay San Francisco man has 
been extradited from 
Delaware to face trial for that 
1989 murder. 

Charles Cohen, who con¬ 
fessed to the February 1989 
stabbing of 51-year-old Wells 
Fargo Bank Vice President 
Conrad Lutz, will arrive in 
San Francisco on October 29, 
according to Assistant District 
Attorney Bill Fazio. 

Cohen confessed in 1990 to 
the premeditated murder of 
Lutz while he was attempting 
to elude Wilmington, 
Delaware authorities who 
wanted to question him in 
connection with the brutal 
murder of his parents in 
November 1988. 

Cohen, who had drifted to 
California by then, fled a 
Sacramento homeless shelter 
after learning that he was go¬ 
ing to be featured on the tele¬ 
vision program America’s 
Most Wanted. 

Shortly after he arrived in 
San Francisco, Cohen met 
Lutz and spent one night in 
the man’s apartment. In his 
statement to authorities, Co¬ 
hen confessed that he was set¬ 
ting up Lutz for premeditated 
murder. 

During the second night at 
Lutz’s residence, the two men 
retired to the bedroom after 


watching a movie. Cohen re¬ 
portedly told Lutz that he 
was going to give him a good 
massage and take care of him 
sexually, but he confessed to 
authorities that after he gave 
the massage he told Lutz to 
turn over and close his eyes, 
that he had a surprise for 
him. 

When Lutz closed his eyes, 
Cohen stabbed him in the 
heart with a steel dagger. 

According to Fazio, Cohen 
confessed to the murders af¬ 
ter he “got religion” while in 
a New Orleans jail under an 
assumed name on an assault 
and robbery charge. 

Fazio said that Cohen was 
brought back to San Francis¬ 
co to “face the music” for 
Lutz’s murder, and because 
the murder was premeditat¬ 
ed, Cohen could receive the 
death penalty from a jury for 
the special circumstances. 
Fazio told the Bay Area Re¬ 
porter that he recently re¬ 
turned from Delaware where 
he arranged for Cohen’s ex¬ 
tradition. 

“I was back there last 
week talking to the [court] 
psychiatrist. [Lutz may be] 
mentally ill for the purposes 
of their statutes, but not for 
our statutes. I don’t believe 
his mental problems to be rel¬ 
evant to the murder of Mr. 
Lutz,” Fazio said. Y 


Seymour Involved In 
Failed San Diego S & L 


San Diego Cops and CHiPs 
Are Down on BSA's B.S.

The Boy Scouts of Ameri¬ 
ca may feel it has a right to 
discriminate against the gay 
community, but it’s learning 
the price paid for such nar¬ 
row-mindedness may be 
greater than expected. 

Scouting officials have bel¬ 
ligerently stood firm behind a 
policy that bars all lesbians 
and gays from participation, 
as Scouts themselves or as 
adult volunteers. That has led 
to protests from Bay Area les¬ 
bians and gays, both against 
BSA and companies that sup¬ 
port it financially, particularly 
the Bank of America. Scout 
officials have so far refused to 
consider re-evaluating the pol¬ 
icy. Spokesman Blake Lewis 
recently told the Bay Area 
Reporter, “We’ve made no 
change in our policy and see 
no change in the future. We 
have always reflected the ex¬ 
pectations of mainstream 
American families. We do not 
believe that homosexuals pro¬ 
vide role models that are con¬ 
sistent with these expecta¬ 
tions so we’ve never regis¬ 
tered homosexuals as mem¬ 
bers or as leaders.” 

Apparently the announce¬ 
ment by El Cajon police offi¬ 
cer Chuck Marino that he is a 
gay man who had been regis¬ 
tered as an adult volunteer 
was reason enough for BSA 
to suspend him from his posi¬ 
tion as role model and advi¬ 
sor to that city’s Explorer 
program. 


Marino’s suspension was, 
in turn, reason enough for the 
nearby San Diego Police De¬ 
partment to suspend an affil¬ 
iation with the Boy Scouts 
that began in the mid 1960s. 

San Diego Police Chief 
Bob Burgreen announced the 
decision to end the depart¬ 
ment’s Explorer program — 
which gives teenage Scouts 
firsthand experience in law 
enforcement as a possible ca¬ 
reer option by allowing them 
to work with sworn police of¬ 
ficers — on October 20 “with 
great sadness.” 

Burgreen, himself a former 
chairman of the San Diego 
Exploring Division of the 
Boy Scouts, told the media he 
suspended the program be¬ 
cause “this police department 
cannot continue to affiliate 
with an organization that 
clearly discriminates against a 
group of people.” 

It would seem that the Cal¬ 
ifornia Highway Patrol shares 
those feelings. The day after 
Burgreen made his announce¬ 
ment, CHP revealed that it, 
too, is considering ending its 
affiliation with BSA. 

CHP Commissioner Maury 
Hannigan said the Highway 
Patrol is reviewing its Ex¬ 
plorer program because “it is 
a policy of the California 
Highway Patrol not to dis¬ 
criminate against an individu¬ 
al solely on the basis of sex, 
race, ethnicity, religion, or 
sexual orientation.” 

“The decision by the Boy 
Scouts of America to termi¬ 


nate their Explorer program 
with the El Cajon Police De¬ 
partment because of the coor¬ 
dinator’s sexual orientation 
has caused us to review our 
own Explorer affiliation,” he 
said. “The results of this re¬ 
view will be announced in the 
near future.” 

The CHP has 15 Explorer 
programs throughout the 
state, involving 217 youths 
from high school age through 
20. The San Diego Police De¬ 
partment’s Explorer program 
had approximately 35 youths 
enrolled. Burgreen’s state¬ 
ment to the press indicated 
that although the San Diego 
police were returning the Ex¬ 
plorer charter to BSA, it did 
not intend to eliminate its 
commitment to area youth. 
The department is reportedly 
discussing ways of re-involv¬ 
ing itself in police-related ac¬ 
tivities for young people, in¬ 
cluding the possibility of 
merging with other police 
agencies “to form a new ex¬ 
plorer-type program.” 

“One of the goals of the 
Explorer program,” Burgreen 
told the media, “is to teach 
young people to be responsi¬ 
ble, well-rounded citizens. 
That includes being open- 
minded to the many differen¬ 
ces that make up our society. 

“We could not remain in 
the program and remain faith¬ 
ful to our pledge to this com¬ 
munity to be a department 
which rejects discrimination 
of any form.” Y 


Great Cruising Takes Practice

U.S. Sen. John Seymour 
earned $69,000 as an adviser 
to a now-failed savings and 
loan during a five-year period 
when he was in the California 
Legislature and often voted 
on bills affecting the thrift in¬ 
dustry. 

Seymour was paid the 
money by the now-defunct 
Great American Savings be¬ 
tween 1986 and 1991 while he 
was a Republican state sena¬ 
tor from Anaheim, the San 
Francisco Examiner reported 
Tuesday. 


Seymour, who is battling 
to retain his Senate seat 
against a strong challenge by 
former San Francisco Mayor 
Dianne Feinstein, resigned 
from Great American when 
he was appointed to the Sen¬ 
ate by Gov. Pete Wilson in 
January 1991. 

Federal regulators shut 
down the San Diego thrift 
seven months later, citing 
huge losses from poor invest¬ 
ments and bad loans. The fail¬ 
ure of Great American could 
cost taxpayers $1.2 billion.

Orange County Hit 
By "AIDS Bandit"

ORANGE, California — Or¬ 
ange police said October 23 
they are looking for a robber 
who threatened his victim 
with a syringe that he said 
was tainted with the AIDS 
virus. 

It is the second so-called 
AIDS bandit case in Southern 
California this year. 

Lt. Timm Browne said the 
robbery victim was waiting in 
a drive-through lane at a fast- 
food restaurant on October 18 
when an unshaven man in his 
late 20s walked up behind the 
car and displayed a hypoder¬ 
mic needle. 

Browne said the suspect 
told the victim, “This has 


AIDS in it. Give me your 
money or I’ll stick you.” The 
thief got away with $30. 

He said the crime is simi¬ 
lar to a string of eight conve¬ 
nience store and restaurant 
robberies in the San Fernan¬ 
do Valley in March. That per¬ 
petrator, dubbed the “AIDS 
bandit” by the press, threat¬ 
ened clerks with a syringe 
that he claimed was infected 
with his own HIV-positive 
blood. A suspect in that case, 
Wesley Pledger, pleaded 
guilty in August to second-de¬ 
gree robbery and assault 
charges. 

Sunday’s robbery outside 
the restaurant was the first 
such case reported in Orange 
County. Y

Vacaville Inmates Strike To 
Call Attention to Conditions

The gruesome saga at Va¬ 
caville prison continues. 

More than 100 HIV-posi¬ 
tive prisoners began a danger¬ 
ous medication strike there 
on September 19, after sever¬ 
al prisoners had died in their 
cells with inadequate medical 
attention. 

Five weeks later, none of 
the prisoners’ 14 demands 
have been met by prison au¬ 
thorities. Dozens continue to 
risk their lives on strike. And 
on October 17, another pris¬ 
oner, Ricardo “Rico” Ro¬ 
driguez, died in the face of 
blatant callousness on behalf 
of prison authorities. 

According to Jim Lewis of 
ACT UP/San Francisco, 20 
prisoners witnessed Ro¬ 
driguez call out for help from 
his cell on the night of his 
death. The prisoners saw the 
guard walk by Rodriguez’s 
cell in response to the cry, 
look at his watch, and go off 
duty. Rodriguez was found 
dead in his cell, naked, the 
next morning. 

On October 21, two prison¬ 
ers, Brian Carmichael and 
Charles Perry, began a 
hunger strike in response to 
Rodriguez’s death. They have 
added six more demands to 
the medication strikers’ orig¬ 
inal 14. 

According to a confidential 
source in California state gov¬ 
ernment who has been inves¬ 


tigating the conditions at Va¬ 
caville since mid-September, 
the situation is worse than 
anyone can imagine. 

The source said that inside 
the prison, the investigative 
team found people lying on 
the floor of their cells with 
ants crawling in and out of 
open sores on their legs. They 
found disabled prisoners ly¬ 
ing in their own feces, unable 
to get up. 

“Basically if you’re HIV 
positive and you go in there, 
you’re probably not going to 
come out. It’s almost certain 
you’ve been handed a death 
sentence,” the source said. 

The investigator said small 
and easily remedied problems 
continue to go without fixing. 
For instance, the window in 
the shower room is broken, 
causing a draft that makes 
taking a shower a health risk 
for many of the ill prisoners. 

And the source added that 
the prison- authorities have 
been wholly uncooperative, 
and even insidious, in their ef¬ 
forts to protect the status quo. 
Authorities refuse to release 
any information about TB in 
the prison, and doctors at¬ 
tempted to convince the in¬ 
vestigators that the prisoners 
were only risking their lives 
participating in a medication 
strike because ACT UP told 
them to. 

The source said that pris¬ 
oners are routinely removed 
from Vacaville and put in the 


local hospital just as they are 
dying, so that the prison’s ap¬ 
palling death rate is obscured. 

While the prisoners’ origi¬ 
nal demands still stand, 
Lewis said that “people dying 
in their cells, naked, without 
any care, has blown other is¬ 
sues out of the water, though 
they still exist.” 

To demonstrate that sup¬ 
port, ACT UP/San Francisco 
has called a 24-hour vigil on 
Thursday and Friday, Octo¬ 
ber 29 and 30. The vigil will 
begin at 8 a.m. Thursday 
morning at the State Building 
at Van Ness and McAllister 
and will move to Harvey 
Milk Plaza at II a.m. on 
Thursday. It will remain at 
Castro and Market streets 
overnight. 

Lewis added that when he 
last heard from Carmichael 
and Perry, they were feeling 
lightheaded and their morale 
was shaky. They said that 
they had been somewhat has¬ 
sled by the guards because 
they were on strike, but they 
were encouraged by their im¬ 
pression that other inmates 
would be joining the strike. 

Lewis said that letters and 
cards of support are incredi¬ 
bly important to the prison¬ 
ers. The prisoners are Brian 
Carmichael, 0246, and 
Charles Perry, 8177, Box 
2000, Vacaville, CA 95696.

A scuffle erupted outside 
the Phoenix bar on Castro 
Street at 11:30 p.m. on Octo¬ 
ber 18 between two gay Re¬ 
publicans, three gay men in 
nun drag, and another gay ac¬ 
tivist. 

According to Jeffrey Au- 
man, the activist who was the 
target of the Republican’s 
wrath, the two conservatives 
became agitated when Au- 
man and his three nun friends 
circled up on the sidewalk to 
chant, “Three more weeks!” 
in anticipation of Bush’s like¬ 
ly ouster on November 3. 

The Republicans, both of 
whom were reportedly slight¬ 
ly intoxicated, allegedly 
charged at Auman and the

“nuns,”* threatening physical 
confrontation. The nuns held 
hands and formed a barrier 
between the GOPers and Au¬ 
man, who at this point was 
hurling insults at the two. 

“I was shocked. I’ve never 
had this kind of thing happen 
in the Castro. And I’ve lived 
here eight years,” Auman told 
the B.A.R. “I’ll tell you, I was 
scared. I couldn’t believe this 
was taking place. 

“And what upsets me 
more is there were gay men 
around us and they stood 
there and watched.” 

After several minutes of 
conflict, Auman broke free to 
call the police. The Republi¬ 
cans reportedly followed him 
to the phone and warned that 
they would beat him up if he 
ever returned to the neighbor¬ 
hood again. 

“Now whenever I go into 
the Castro, I’m always look¬ 
ing around. I’m really scared,” 
Auman said. 

But Auman said fear from 
the confrontation was mitigat¬ 
ed by the two police officers 
who arrived on the scene. He 
said that Officers Lee Nyden 
and Colleen Carlson, both of 
whom identified themselves 
as lesbians, were extremely 
soothing and helpful. 

Jerry Senkir, a spokesper¬ 
son for the Police Depart¬ 
ment, confirmed that the two 
officers de-escalated the con¬ 
flict, but said they did not file 
a report or make any 
arrests. ▼

said the senator had been 
paid $1,150 a month to pro¬ 
vide “general financial ad¬ 
vice” to Great American but 
had no decision-making role 
in the company. 

The newspaper said leg¬ 
islative records show that 
Seymour voted on more than 
20 bills of interest to thrifts 
while connected to Great 
American. State conflict-of-in¬ 
terest laws allow legislators to 
vote on bills that aid their em¬ 
ployers as long as the legisla¬ 
tion is written to benefit en¬ 
tire industries or communi¬ 
ties. 

H.D. Palmer, a spokesman 
for Seymour, said the law¬ 
maker had not been influ¬ 
enced by his relationship with 
Great American to vote con¬ 
trary to the public interest. ▼ 


Hawaii: Land of Leis 
And Gay Marriages?

Hawaii may become the 
second place after Denmark 
to legalize gay marriage. 

The state Supreme Court 
October 13 heard a case 
brought by three same-sex 
couples seeking the right to 
marry, and two of the court’s 
five justices attacked the 
deputy attorney general as¬ 
signed to defend the state’s 
gay marriage ban. 

Justice James Burns asked 
Sonia Faust just how the state 
can claim it isn’t discriminato¬ 
ry to grant a license to a man 
and a woman but not to two 
men or two women. Justice 
Steven Levinson wanted to 
know how the lower court 
was able to rule that homo¬ 
sexuals don’t need additional 
discrimination protections 
when the court did not hear 
any testimony about the dis¬ 
crimination gays face. 

“How could [Circuit] Judge 


[Robert] Klein have found 
fact in the absence of any 
record?” Levinson asked 
Faust, who had no answer. 

“They want you not to dis¬ 
criminate against them,” said 
Burns, who added that he, 
too, failed to understand how 
the lower court concluded 
anything without hearing tes¬ 
timony. 

Attorneys for the couples 
claimed sections of Hawaii’s 
constitution concerning priva¬ 
cy, due process and equal pro¬ 
tection to require extension of 
marriage rights to gays. They 
said the state has given no ra¬ 
tional basis for banning gay 
marriage. And they urged 
that gays be designated “a 
suspect class,” the legal sys¬ 
tem’s classification for op¬ 
pressed minority groups that 
need explicit legal protections 
from routine discrimination. 

Attorneys for the govern¬ 
ment claimed the state Legis¬ 
lature has the right to make 
moral judgments and “license 


sexual activity.” In the lower 
court case, the government 
also argued that state law 
does not infringe on the gay 
lifestyle, that the three cou¬ 
ples failed to show they have 
been “ostracized or op¬ 
pressed,” and that homosexu¬ 
als “have not been relegated 
to a position of political pow¬ 
erlessness,” a common litmus 
test for being designated “a 
suspect class.” 

The Supreme Court’s deci¬ 
sion is expected by mid-Jan¬ 
uary. The justices may send 
the case back to the lower 
court with an order that it 
hear testimony before issuing 
sweeping conclusions. 

Two of the plaintiff cou¬ 
ples attended the Supreme 
Court hearing. They are 
Ninia Baehr and Genora Dan- 
cel, and Joseph Melillo and 
Patrick Lagon. Last year 
Hawaii became one of only 
seven states to enact a gay 
rights law, banning discrimi¬ 
nation in hiring and firing. ▼ 


State-Sponsored Child 
Abuse in Arizona

An Arizona affiliate of the 
American Civil Liberties 
Union has filed suit on behalf 
of a boy who was subjected to 
sexual aversion therapy simi¬ 
lar to the kind depicted in A 
Clockwork Orange. 

According to Lewis L. 
Rhodes, an attorney with the 
ACLU, the pre-teen boy was 
placed in various foster care 
settings over the past five 
years by Arizona’s Child Pro¬ 
tective Services, where he 
was reportedly raped by old¬ 
er males at least twice. Al¬ 
legedly, at the age of 11 he 
forced his own sexual advan¬ 
ces on an eight-year-old. 

After that incident the boy, 
whose name has not been re¬ 
leased, was made an inpatient 
at Phoenix Memorial Hospi¬ 
tal, where he was shown pic¬ 
tures of nude men, women, 
and children — and, said 
Rhodes, depictions of sexual 
scenes “includingbondage” — 
while a mechanical device 
and computer recorded geni¬ 
tal arousal. During the course 
of the photo viewings, hospi¬ 
tal staff forced the boy to sniff 
ammonia when he became 
sexually aroused. 

And that 11-year-old’s sto¬ 
ry is not unique in Arizona. 

“We were horrified to dis¬ 
cover that approximately 100 
children a year, for the past 
three years,” were subjected 
to sexual aversion therapy at 
the hospital, Rhodes told the 
Bay Area Reporter. Adults 
have been forced to partici¬ 
pate as well; Rhodes alleges 
men have been required to 
masturbate on camera for a 
half hour at a time as a way 
of altering their sexual pat¬ 
terns. 

“If you weren’t deviant 
when you went into the pro¬ 
gram,” he said, “you sure will 
be when you come out.” 

Arizona is a state with par¬ 
ticularly strict sexual conduct 
laws. Rhodes related a story 
of a man whose house caught 
fire, and when a clean-up 
crew discovered “10,000 to 
25,000 pieces of pornogra¬ 
phy,” the state’s authorities 
were called in. After culling 


through the mounds of mate¬ 
rial, officials discovered 
“three or five or seven film¬ 
strips, 25 years old, showing 
naked kids.” The man was 
charged with sexual exploita¬ 
tion of children and was told 
he faced 226 years in prison. 

Because of the state’s se¬ 
vere sex crimes laws, Rhodes 
said it is “very likely” teens 
arrested for solicitation could 
be subjected to aversion ther¬ 
apy, and that its potential for 
abuse and social engineering 
is strong. 

“We are particularly con¬ 
cerned that the program 
could be used against gays,” 
Rhodes said. It also appears 
lesbians could be a target in 
the future: a device similar to 
the “penile plethysmograph” 
that was used to determine 
the boy’s arousal “is in the 
planning stages for women” 
now.T

LOAN BONDS 

This is a win-win situation, where we can 
upgrade some affordable housing with seismic 
improvements and create jobs for our 
unemployed. This proposition would authorize 
the city to authorize $350 million in bonds to 
underwrite low-interest loans for owners of 
unreinforced masonry or brick buildings, who 
wish to bring them up to code. This program 
would help to upgrade over 2,000 privately 
owned buildings and also would allow some 
commercial buildings to upgrade as well. We 
strongly urge a YES vote on Proposition A. 

PROPOSITION B VOTE YES 

SAN BRUNO JAIL BONDS 

Over the years we have always urged a no vote 
on bigger, newer and modern prisons or jails. We 
are ready to make an exception to that stand at 
this time. After talking with deputy sheriffs 
about the conditions that prevail at San Bruno, 
we say enough is enough. The old building is 
literally falling down around the male prisoners. 
The building is unsafe and badly overcrowded. 
The federal courts have fined the city millions 
of dollars because of these conditions. We 
believe Mike Hennessey when he says we must 
improve conditions at San Bruno. Prisoners have 
rights and should be housed in a sanitary and 
clean facility. We have no choice in the matter; 
we must build a new facility at San Bruno. Vote 
YES on Proposition B. 

PROPOSITION C VOTE YES 

FIRE DEPARTMENT BONDS 

Most of our fire houses are over 50 years of age, 
full of asbestos and need lots of work on them. 
This bond issue would bring these buildings up 
to modern standards. Most of these buildings are 
not seismically secure and in a serious earth¬ 
quake, we could possibly lose communications 
or even worse, use of the facility itself. A yes vote 
is a vote for our safety and well-being. Vote YES 
on Proposition C. 

PROPOSITION D VOTE YES 

HEALTH DEPARTMENT 
LEASE FINANCING 

This improvement program must be voted on 
by the public It would allow the Board of Super¬ 
visors to approve lease financing for the Health 
Department not to exceed $20 million (increased 
by 5 percent annually). This is a good system as 
we may update and modernize public health and 
hospital facilities without buying equipment

START DATE 

Another charter amendment. If a group of city 
employees decides to switch from a survey of 
wages based on similar work to collective bar¬ 
gaining, they must wait nine months to switch 
over. This would allow those that agree to 
change to start negotiating with the city on 
wages, hours and benefits. We can’t penalize a 
group of employees for nine months. Vote YES 
on Proposition E.

RETIREMENT ALLOWANCE 
INCREASE 

With such a small annual increase for inflation 
(2 percent), every few years the voters must ap¬ 
prove a modest increase in the retirement 
benefits that retired city workers get.

RETIREMENT PLAN

than other city workers. This proposition would 
allow miscellaneous city workers who transfer 
to the Police or Fire Departments to transfer 
their pension funds as well. The current system 
has the city refunding all retirement contribu¬ 
tions and then treats the police officer or fire¬ 
fighter as a new hire. This measure also warrants 
your support. Vote YES on G. 

PROPOSITION H VOTE NO 

ALLOWABLE RENT INCREASES 

This publication has never supported rent con¬ 
trol in any measure, and we won’t do so now. We 
urge a NO vote on Proposition H. 

PROPOSITION J VOTE NO 

AGGRESSIVE PANHANDLING 

As far as we can ascertain, this is an illegal con¬ 
stitutional change. It could and would cost the 
city millions of dollars in lawsuits. Who would 
determine what is aggressive or nonaggressive 
behavior is very vague in the statute. We believe 
this is just another way to harass homeless, 
needy street people and others who are down on 
their luck. If recent photos of San Francisco’s 
finest mishandling of persons with disabilities 
are any example, then the wholesale clubbing 
of the homeless would be the result if Proposi¬ 
tion J were to pass.

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Camille Paglia Explained 

This is in response to Deborah Peifer’s Oct. 8 review 
of Camille Paglia’s brilliant new release, Sex, Art, and 
American Culture. I have had it with the ignorant and 
narrow-minded Camille-bashing which has domi¬ 
nated the politically correct feminist and lesbian/gay 
establishments over the last two years. Peifer’s review 
is a perfect example of this maddening drivel, aside 
from the fact that she manages exceptional inade¬ 
quacy in her assessment of Paglia’s merits. 

Peifer, like so many of the superior (yet also un- 
talented) clones who have preceded her, especially in 
the lesbian press, is frightfully incapable of properly 
interpreting Paglia’s work. This is no doubt due to the 
rigidity and uniformity of thought which characterize 
the state into which feminism has degenerated, and 
which so many of its most promising young minds 
have blindly accepted. While the gay men’s, and, to 
some extent, the lesbian-feminist community have 
resisted the Orwellian mode of thinking, which has 
had a stranglehold on mainstream American femi¬ 
nism since the late ’70s, prudent and articulate gay 
feminists, men and women alike, cannot remain silent 
while such one-dimensional garbage persists in our 
media. 

Deborah Peifer’s incoherent tirade masquerading 
as a book review, with its predetermined personal and 
political agenda, is precisely the kind of writing 
against which Paglia rightfully rails in her book and 
is emblematic with what is wrong with the “estab¬ 
lished” gay and feminist ideologies of our day. Fur¬ 
thermore, not only does Peifer produce biased and 
misrepresentative commentary and not only is her 
lack of integrity spellbinding, she is incompetent. How 
could anyone seriously interpret Paglia in such a way? 

Camille Paglia, more than any other feminist, has 
articulated the problems weighing down feminism to¬ 
day, including the important observation that the 
seeds of the backlash were planted within feminism, 
not outside of it. Deborah Peifer’s sniveling, propagan- 
distic critique of Paglia illustrates why feminism has 
been largely a failure over the last decade, encourag¬ 
ing women to claim victim status in all areas (thus em¬ 
powering established patriarchal notions instead of 
challenging them) and dictating narrow-minded doc¬ 
trine to impressionable young minds who end up 
capable of little more than enumerating complaints 
and calling them “theory.” 

I find this infantile, culture-phobic stance “pathetic,” 
as Peifer refers to Paglia in the first line of her review. 
Thus I find Peifer’s usage of the word ironic. However, 
I find only half an irony in her dismissal of Paglia as 
a “tame buffoon,” while Peifer may now be a buffoon, 
she may not always have been one. She once may have 
had an open, eager mind and then latched on, due to 
her eagerness and the injustice she perceived as a 
woman in this society, to something with sentiments 
similar to those she espouses today. She may just be 
one more example of a good mind gone bad. She may 
be perpetuating the same scene. Hence, she is not 
tame. 

However, I, as many others, feel a change coming 
on in our society’s sensibilities. Just as conservatives, 
with their sickening dogma and hypocrisy characteriz¬ 
ed by the “family values” bit, have alienated many 
devotees, so is feminism doing with many of the young 
minds unsatisfied with the answers it currently offers. 
Hopefully, the gay community can take advantage of 
this change and never sink into the quagmire from 
which feminism must now emerge, and hopefully 
those of us who recognize this situation will have the 
courage to risk the disapproval of our peers and 
vocalize our concerns. From the next generation of 
feminists and gays, perhaps a more proficient harvest 
can be reaped.

Regarding your recent editorial about the KQED 
elections, I have been a filmmaker here in San Fran¬ 
cisco for 25 years and have had numerous works 
broadcast on PBS including Word Is Out, Stopping 
History, The AIDS Show, and most recently, Ab¬ 
solutely Positive. 

As a habit, I have confined my professional activities 
to my own work, but I have decided to run for the 
KQED board because I think something has to be 
done about the station. 

Over the years, my relationship to KQED has been 
one of love/hate: Love, because they have provided 
generous assistance to me for three of my last films, 
and after all they are the only PBS station we’ve got; 
Hate because in a world-class city we have a back¬ 
water, mediocre institution. 

There are many things which need fixing at KQED 
including all-time lows for staff morale; outdated 
equipment; unconscionable spending for physical 
plant; and lack of quality local programming. Anyone 
who reads the local press is aware of these concerns. 
But these are not the main reasons I am running for 
the board. 

I am angry that KQED has done no significant na¬ 
tional programming for at least a decade. Frontline 
and Nova enhance the reputation of Boston and 
WGBH as centers of intellect and vigor. Great Perfor¬ 
mances, Nature, McNeil-Leherer, POV and American 
Playhouse reinforce the prestige of New York as a 
great intellectual center as well as bring work to its 
citizens. 

Why in this city of so many Oscar, MacArthur, Pulit¬ 
zer, Tony and Emmy winners are we known for Yan 
Can Cook? Nothing wrong with cooking shows, but 
we can’t live by quiche and dim sum alone. 

As an independent filmmaker, I know better than 
most that production money is always hard to find, 
especially in the present economy. But other stations 
are doing it and have been doing it for decades. Why 
can’t we? 

Frankly, I am not exactly sure how we take the sta¬ 
tion in this new direction. We certainly don’t want to 
destroy what is good about KQED, including many 
talented staff members and a financially viable institu¬ 
tion. I have co-owned a successful video business in 
San Francisco for almost a decade, and I am aware 
of the value of those assets. 

But we all know that television is a most powerful 
medium. And KQED possesses the resources to use 
it in ways that can enhance our lives and help fix 
things which are wrong. Limiting ourselves to only 
re-broadcasting programs produced by other stations 
in other cities is shirking our responsibilities and 
wasting our resources. 

KQED is without a vision. I want to help it find one. 
I want to help it find a way, whether through in-house 
staff or with the cooperation of the large and talented 
independent filmmaking community to enrich our 
lives in the same kind of way The Civil War series did.

Anti-OCA 
buttons, bumper stickers, yard signs and graf¬ 
fiti are in evidence everywhere. “No on 9” drag 
is the latest fashion craze. Sporting it gets you 
smiles, waves, power signs and even an occa¬ 
sional date or two. There’s an incredible feel¬ 
ing of camaraderie and solidarity probably un¬ 
like anything since the ’60s. Heterosexuals here 
and in Portland seem just as disgusted by the 
OCA as is the queer community. “Straight But 
Not Narrow’’ buttons are worn by many. 

Unfortunately, the situation in the rural ar¬ 
eas is not quite so unified. While recent polls 
have shown Measure 9 going down to defeat, 
past experience indicates that it is far too early 
to relax our guard. Earlier this year in Spring- 
field, polls the week before the vote on Mea¬ 
sure 20-08, which wrote anti-gay provisions into 
the City Charter, indicated 70 percent opposi¬ 
tion, yet it still passed 
easily. Pollsters caution 
that people often have 
difficulty admitting to 
bigotry. No on 9 politicos 
recognize that we have 
to win by a huge margin 
in the cities in order to 
offset that in the rural ar¬ 
eas, which are predomi¬ 
nantly white and home 
base to the OCA and oth¬ 
er neo-Nazi groups. 

Thus, tensions are high 
and energies charged on 
both sides. The registrar 
of voters last week pre¬ 
dicted an 80 percent vot¬ 
er turnout statewide, 
largely due to the atten¬ 
tion centered on Mea¬ 
sure 9. 

We’ve been busy as 
well, answering phones, 
registering voters, writing articles, organizing 
benefits and riding the activist circuit between 
Eugene and Portland. You know, the usual de¬ 
mos, vigils, zaps and parties. This past week¬ 
end was particularly crazed and energizing. 

We began by heading up to Salem in a 
Queer Nation caravan to a vigil for Hatie Mae 
Cohens and Brian Mock, the African-American 
lesbian and white gay man murdered three 
weeks ago in a firebombing by Nazi skinheads. 
Queer leaders immediately pointed out that 
hate legislation like Measure 9 encourages such 
violence against lesbians and gay men. This 
tragedy brought home at the gut level the se¬ 
riousness of the fight against Measure 9 and 
probably had the effect of strengthening oppo¬ 
sition to the initiative. About 100 queers from 
Eugene, Portland and Seattle participated in 
the vigil, which was predictably solemn. 

From there we rolled up to Wilsonville, the 
headquarters of the OCA, for a quick zap. We 
were greeted at the door by a gun-toting ex¬ 
cuse for a secretary, whose twisted smirk indi¬ 
cated his pleasure at our visit. By this point, we 
were getting much rowdier and he obviously 
would have loved an excuse to demonstrate his 
hate of queers, We were only there for a photo¬ 
op though, so we took off as soon as the media 
did their thing. Also, the OCA has been work¬ 
ing the “violent queer’’ angle shamelessly in 
their fundraising letters, so we thought it best 
not to give them any new ammunition — not 
that they need any, since they just invent it 
when it suits their purpose. 

The next stop on the tour was Pioneer 
Square in downtown Portland, where we 
worked the Friday afternoon rush hour in an¬ 
other photo-op frenzy. After some street the¬ 
ater and poetry reading, including one written 
by Hatie Mae before her death, we all headed 
to various cafes for a much-needed caffeine fix. 

By this point we were getting ready for 
some serious partying, but instead we headed 
out to a local community college where Nazi- 
revisionist historian David Irving was giving a 
lecture. Irving claims in numerous works that 
the Holocaust never occurred, that it was an in¬ 
vention of British intelligence agencies and var¬ 
ious Jewish groups, an argument that has made 
him the darling of the neo-Nazi movement. Of 
course, such claims have also gotten him 
banned from Great Britain and Canada. It 
seems he had no problem though getting a visa 
from the Bush administration. 

The atmosphere outside the lecture hall was 
eerie, given the backdrop of the OCA spectre. 
A squadron of riot police kept the 150 or so 
demonstrators from the 70-odd skinheads and 


Klan types, some obviously armed to the teeth. 
Anna Rosmus, the real-life heroine of the film 
Nasty Girl, spoke to the crowd, drawing a 
comparison between the OCA’s hate tactics 
and those of the neo-Nazis. The large crowd 
was a combination of queers, Jewish activists 
and experienced Nazi-watchers, some of whom 
were also “well-accessorized” and prepared for 
trouble. Fortunately though, the only weapons 
used were our mouths, which we put to great 
effect. 

Of course, after a day of such glorious ac¬ 
tivism, what better way to party the night 
away than a No on 9 benefit rave. Polysexual 
solidarity, good drag and bad beer flowed until 
we stumbled out at 8 am. 

We raised our tired bodies for a few hours, 
downed copious amounts of espresso, then met 
with activists from the Coalition for Human 
Dignity to discuss last-minute anti-OCA strate¬ 
gies. The CHD has been tracking the OCA and 
other right-wing organizations out of Portland 
since the mid- ‘80s. We all agreed that it’s cru¬ 
cial to attack the OCA in the remaining weeks 
on issues not adequately pursued in the main¬ 
stream media. 

No on 9 campaign strategy has reflected tra¬ 
ditional liberal progressive themes of anti-dis¬ 
crimination, equal rights protection from vio¬ 
lence, and separation of church and state. In 
many ways this has 
been an effective strat¬ 
egy, targeting 

mainstream voters in 
as non-threatening a 
way as possible. Talk¬ 
ing with CHD folks, 
we decided to go more 
on the offensive by 
producing articles and 
fliers pointing out 
OCA supporters’ in¬ 
volvement in recent 
child molestation and 
assault incidents. Also, 
it seems crucial to ag¬ 
gressively counter the 
blatant distortions of 
facts routinely pub¬ 
lished by the OCA pro¬ 
paganda machine, par¬ 
ticularly those involv¬ 
ing pedophilia and Pro¬ 
ject 10. 

Recent polls indicate that the most touchy 
areas of debate over gay rights remain those 
associated with children. OCA publications tar¬ 
get and seek to manipulate parents’ fears with 
skewed statistics and numerous references to 
NAMBLA. The CHD has produced a hard-hit¬ 
ting newsprint mailer that nails the OCA on 
many of their lies and distortions. Plans are un¬ 
der way to distribute these and other articles 
to the smaller cities where many potential 
swing voters reside. 

Although weary and ready for the return 
trip to Eugene, we just couldn’t pass up an op¬ 
portunity to visit our old friend Bill Dan- 
nemeyer, who — surprise, surprise — was the 
honored guest at an OCA fundraiser outside of 
Portland. The plentiful police and security 
stopped us from chatting with old Bill, but we 
formed a picket line out front and greeted the 
guests as they arrived in their Lincolns, Cadil¬ 
lacs and shiny pickups. One cute anti-racist 
skinhead boy did manage to get in the Motor 
Inn (what class) and yell “bashers, bashers,” at 
the stunned diners before being thrown out. 
The rest of us stood outside looking glamorous 
and shouting pleasantries like “mean, hateful, 
little people,” while the bigots yelled back “fag¬ 
gots ... perverts ... sodomites!” How original! 

As Election Day nears, the national impor¬ 
tance of Measure 9 is evident in the number of 
out of state figures arriving to campaign for 
each side. This week began with a speech by 
the Rev. Jesse Jackson at the University of Ore¬ 
gon campus on Monday afternoon. Speaking to 
an exuberant crowd of some 6,000, he gave his 
usual rousing appeal for compassion, hope and 
rights for all. He trashed George Bush and the 
religious right for their greed and hypocrisy: 
“Profits rise for a few; unemployment for the 
masses. And then, in their arrogance they look 
down upon us and preach to us family values. 
...” He compared Measure 9 to the Jim Crow 
laws in the South and encouraged the audience 
to do their utmost to defeat it. By the end of 
his speech he had everyone dancing the South 
African toy-toy, including the white career 
politicians crowding the stage. Right on, Jesse! 

Bill Clinton was next on the guest list, mak¬ 
ing a campaign stop with his entourage of 
Western state governors. The basketball gym 
at UO was filled to the rafters with both the 
faithful and the curious. Ten thousand more 
(including us) milled around outside looking to 
sneak in. Our years of party-crashing experi¬ 
ence paid off, as we found an ivy vine leading 
to an open second-story window. We evaded 
the extensive security and made our way down 
to the floor where students danced to a local

Warning: 

Herschensohn Danger Ahead 


Next Tuesday’s election 
should give Democratic pres¬ 
idential nominee Bill Clinton 
a big California win. Political 
pundits, Democratic and Re¬ 
publican alike, are saying that 
Clinton could win our 54 elec¬ 
toral votes by a margin as big 
as 20 percentage points. In¬ 
deed, California Democrats 
feel that this could be the 
Year of the Big Sweep for 
their party. But while Dianne 
Feinstein, the former mayor 
of San Francisco, goes into 
the final week of the cam¬ 
paign still leading her anti-gay 
Republican opponent by dou¬ 
ble-digits, the other US Sen¬ 
ate race between Barbara 
Boxer, a strong ally of the gay 
and lesbian community, and 
her GOP opponent, the right- 
wing Bruce Herschensohn, is 
now expected to be very 
tight. 

The National Republican 
Party has all but conceded 
that Clinton and Feinstein 
will easily carry California, 
but see a chance to salvage re¬ 
tiring Alan Cranston’s seat 
with a come-from-behind win 
by Herschensohn, so the par¬ 
ty is dumping big bucks into 
the effort (up to $4 million in 
the last three weeks before 
election day) so this one could 
go down to the wire. Barbara 
Boxer is our friend; Herschen- 
sohn’s a sworn enemy of the 
gay and lesbian community 
— it’s as simple as that. The 
state GOP plans a massive 
last-minute get-out-the-vote ef¬ 
fort in hopes of pulling an up¬ 
set against Boxer so it’s im¬ 
portant that, whatever the 
networks do in projecting 
winners (even in California) as 
early as 5 p.m. California 
time, we must all get to the 
polls and vote for Boxer as 
well as Feinstein and the 
Clinton-Gore ticket Tuesday. 

In fact, one GOP campaign 
operative told me that the 
state Republican Party and 
the Herschensohn campaign 
sense, as many national pun¬ 
dits do, that the presidential 
race could be determined a 
couple of hours before polls 
close in California, and hope 
if indeed Clinton is declared 
the winner early by the net¬ 
works, that enough Demo¬ 
crats will not bother to vote 
in the close race. That could 
squeeze their candidate past 
Boxer. Don’t let that happen. 

Forget the polls for the 
next few days - VOTE - and 
make sure your friends do as 
well, for Clinton, Feinstein 
and Boxer next Tuesday.

It’s about time — polls re¬ 
leased this week show five of

the ten Democratic women 
who won Senate nominations 
this year leading their GOP 
opponents. In addition to Cal¬ 
ifornia, where Feinstein and 
Boxer are ahead (though Box¬ 
er only slightly), Carol Mose¬ 
ley Braun of Illinois, seeking 
to be the first black female 
senator in history, has lost 
some support but still leads 
former Reagan aide Richard 
Williamson 52 percent to 33 
percent; Washington state 
Senator Patty Murray is lead¬ 
ing her male GOP opponent 
50 percent to 41 percent; and 
incumbent Senator Barbara 
Mikulski of Maryland, one of 
two elected women now in 
the Senate, is heavily favored 
to win re-election. 

In two other races, Penn¬ 
sylvania nominee Lynn 
Yeakel trails incumbent GOP 
Senator Arlen Spector, who 
gained notoriety when he in¬ 
terrogated Anita Hill about 
her charges she had been sex¬ 
ually harassed by Clarence 
Thomas. In Missouri, Geri 
Rothman-Serot, a St. Louis 
City councilmember, is also 
in a close race with GOP in¬ 
cumbent Christopher Bond. 
Despite what happens in 
states where other women 
have been nominated, politi¬ 
cal experts expect the num¬ 
ber of women in the new 
U.S. Senate to gain three-fold 
and that’s good news. 

The New York Times i s 
reporting that Richard Nixon, 
the old man of the Grand Old 
Party is privately telling 
friends that Bush probably 
lost the 1992 race before it re¬ 
ally got underway; Nixon 
says that Bush probably could 
have withstood the damage of 
a deteriorating economy if in 
other areas he had even at¬ 
tempted to be an activist, pro¬ 
gressive president instead of a 
“defensive caretaker.” The 
former president reportedly 
also feels that Busn nurt him¬ 
self by being “too cozy” with 
the far right — “many of 
them are really nuts,” Nixon 


is reported to have said. 

Strange bedfellows: Wash¬ 
ington insiders are saying that 
regardless of who wins the 
presidency next week, James 
Carville, Clinton’s campaign 
manager, and Mary Matalin, 
the sharp-tongued Bush 
strategist, are headed for a 
spring wedding. 

Chump change: when the 
final figures are in, it is esti¬ 
mated that more than $50 
million could have been spent 
on California’s two U. S. sen¬ 
ate races. 

In the small city of Wilm¬ 
ington, Delaware (well, it’s a 
small state) over 700 people 
raised $60,000 in last week’s 
AIDS Walk, doubling the 
amount raised in the ’91 
Walk. The money will fund 
efforts by the state Lesbian 
and Gay Health Advocates to 
help people with AIDS. 

The presidential debates 
are, thankfully, over and 
though the electorate was 
probably well served by hav¬ 
ing them, I would have to 
agree with NBC’s John Chan¬ 
cellor who sighed at the end 
of the final one that “three de¬ 
bates in eight days is abso¬ 
lutely quite enough for any¬ 
body.” And who won them? To 
be sure, I’m biased, but I 
think Bill Clinton ‘won’ sim¬ 
ply because he is currently so 
far ahead and managed not to 
‘lose’ any of them. 

Incidentally, I think Pat 
and Karen Norman (and baby 
Zachary) deserve a salute for 
their courageous “Another 
Traditional Family” billboard 
campaign; good people. 

San Francisco friends of 
former Russian President 
Mikhail Gorbachev are telling 
me the one-time Communist 
boss (and now a near-Ameri¬ 
can folk hero) has a couple of 
top Realtors looking for a San 
Francisco home for Gorby 
and his wife (it reportedly 
must be one with a view of 
the Golden Gate Bridge) 

A regular reader from San 
Leandro writes to ask me to 
remind gay and lesbian East 
Bay voters not to vote for 
Rep.

Terence Hallinan: 
"I Love This Job.”

“The infrastructure of the 
city is falling apart and where 
is the money going to come 
from to do what has to be 
done?” asked San Francisco 
Supervisor Terence Hallinan. 
“And we need drastic charter 
reform. We can’t just sit here 
and tighten our purse strings, 
hoping for a solution.” 

Changing the way the city 
is managed is a priority for 
Hallinan if he is re-elected to 
the Board of Supervisors. 

“It’s going to take at least 
four years to do that, but I’d 
like to leave San Francisco 
with a better government,” 
Hallinan told the Bay Area 
Reporter. 

“The charter was set up to 
prevent fiscal mismanage¬ 
ment but it ended up setting 
up independent departments 
where no one is accountable 
and no one really knows 
what’s going on.” 

And, there are abuses of 
the charter that Hallinan is 
intent on curbing. 

“For example, 300 depart¬ 
ment representatives were 
driving around in high priced 
cars. They’ve been doing it 
for 20 years, even though the 
charter says don’t,” he said. 
“Well, we finally put an end 
to it.” 

City officials routinely 
used the cars as their person-

al vehicles, including travel¬ 
ling to and from work, recent¬ 
ly prompting Hallinan, a 
member of the Finance Com¬ 
mittee, to propose a city ordi¬ 
nance against the practice. 
Now, he said, he wants to bill 
the drivers for their unautho¬ 
rized use of the vehicles. 

With the possibility of an¬ 
other major city deficit next 
year — rumored to be up¬ 
wards of $200 million — Hal¬ 
linan said that he’s on the 
alert to ways of making local 
government “cost effective.” 

“The money’s going to 
have to come from some¬ 
where. I’ve been on the Fi¬ 
nance Committee for four 
years and have been dealing 
with the problem day by 
day,” he said. 

“It’s really a question of 
priorities. We took money 
from some departments and 
ended up using it for health 
care. There’s no question 
things need to be tightened 
up. There is too much waste, 
too much overhead.” 

Hallinan said the city’s fis¬ 
cal problems are partly due to 
economic problems through¬ 
out the state and nation, with 
its inevitable decrease in tax 
revenue, but he thinks San 
Francisco’s fiscal woes “have 
been aggravated by a lack of 
leadership.” 

A liberal-progressive attor¬ 
ney, Hallinan expressed frus¬ 
tration with short-term solu¬ 
tions to the longer-range fiscal 
problems, as well as concern 
that the city wastes potential 
revenue by selling electrical 
power generated on city- 
owned land “at reduced 
rates.” 


And, he said, “I’m really 
bothered by selling the 
Olympic Club land instead of 
developing it for revenue,” re¬ 
ferring to a small tract of land 
that was sold to generate rev¬ 
enue to cover parts of this 
year’s fiscal deficit. 

Hallinan said that he 
“loves public service” but is 
proudest of the ordinances 
he’s introduced that were 
passed by the Board of Super¬ 
visors, including marijuana re¬ 
form legislation. 

“My campaign slogan is 
that I get results and have 
real solutions. I love this job, 
it’s a lot like being a lawyer 
and helping people who come 
in for assistance. There are in¬ 
stances where my legal train¬ 
ing has helped,” he told the 
B.A.R.. 

A civil libertarian from a 
family with progressive and 
labor roots, Hallinan has been 
endorsed by unions like the 
CIO and the Teamsters, by 
civic groups such as the Black 
Leadership Forum , and polit¬ 
ical clubs such as The Alice 
B. Toklas Lesbian and Gay 
Democratic Club and the Chi¬ 
nese American Democratic 
Club. 

“I’m a progressive,” he said 
“ I was chair for Administra¬ 
tion and Oversight for two 
years and I’ve been four years 
on the Finance Committee. 
I’d like to spend more time 
seeking funding revenues be¬ 
yond taxes. 

“I’m beginning to believe 
there is the will on the Board 
of Supervisors for reform,” he 
said.V

Cleve Jones: 

"There's a Lot at Stake"

“It looks good,” said Cleve 
Jones from his perch at a cor¬ 
ner desk at The Unified 
Democratic Campaign Head¬ 
quarters. “Frankly, the prob¬ 
lem for all the candidates for 
Supervisor, whether from the 
left or right or the middle, is 
that there has just been very 
little attention paid to the 
race. 

“Unlike past Supervisorial 
elections, there’s been little at¬ 
tention from the press and no 
great local issue,” Jones told 
the Bay Area Reporter. “In 
the past there was domestic 
partners and rent control. 
People are focused on the na¬ 
tional issues and the presiden¬ 
tial election. I understand 
there’s a lot at stake,” he said. 

Jones, founder of the 
Names Project Quilt, said that 
if he’s elected, health care 
will be his primary issue but 
he’s also committed to pro¬ 
tecting neighborhoods and 
the environment and afford¬ 
able housing. 

He also said that he wants 
everyone to know that he 
doesn’t have a car but instead 
ferrets around San Francisco 
on Muni and a mountain bicy¬ 
cle and “is committed to mak¬ 
ing Muni safe, clean and de¬ 
pendable.” 

“I’m also a renter,” he said. 
“And I’m very concerned 
about affordable housing.” 


Jones said that he’s gotten 
“great reception” in carrying 
his campaign to bus stops and 
BART stations and said that 
the majority of San Fran¬ 
ciscans, his being gay and 
HIV-positive “is just not an is¬ 
sue.” 

With 35,000 HIV-positive 
people living in San Francis¬ 
co, Jones said he believes he 
can be “a very effective advo¬ 
cate for funding for treatment 
in the difficult years ahead 
and opposing cuts in AIDS 
services.” 

But, Jones also said that 
he’s really concerned about 
making sure that AIDS care 
and services delivered to peo¬ 
ple with HIV is “streamlined 
and effective,” and that the 
more than 150 HFV programs 
in San Francisco should real¬ 
ly serve people. 

“I’m concerned about the 
horrible gaps in service, and 
that we’ve created a whole 
strata of administrators who 
are being paid an enormous 
sum of money.” 

Jones also decries the lack 
of effective case-management 
for AIDS services and said 
that health care service deliv¬ 
ery needs to be more coordi¬ 
nated and special attention 
needs to be paid to drug resis¬ 
tant tuberculosis and AIDS 
dementia. 

Endorsed by all the les¬ 
bian and gay Democratic po¬ 
litical clubs, Jones told the 


Bay Area Reporter that all 
San Franciscans are worried 
about health care issues and 
costs and that lesbians and 
other women have special 
concerns about breast cancer 
and chronic fatigue syn¬ 
drome. 

“Access to health care isn’t 
just a concern of lesbians and 
gays, although I’ve stood in 
line at District Health Center 
and San Francisco General 
Hospital, too,” he said. 

Jones said that his favorite 
part of the campaign has been 
meeting voters and discussing 
issues with them and that his 
least favorite aspect has been 
fundraising. 

“I don’t like asking for 
money,” he said. 

Jones has raised an esti¬ 
mated $150,000 for the cam¬ 
paign, the majority in small 
contributions, he said. The 
funds have paid for printing 
and a four-person campaign 
staff. 

Jones, a three-term mem¬ 
ber of the SF Democratic 
Central Committee, said that 
because his experience as a 
former city commissioner and 
a state legislative aide as well 
as his experience as a director ' 
of nonprofit organizations and 
as a community activist, he 
knows government “inside 
and out” and will be an effec¬ 
tive leader. 

“But whether I win or lose, 
it’s been great experience,” he

said of the campaign. 

Jones announced his candi¬ 
dacy last January for the seat 
vacated by retiring Supervi¬ 
sor Harry Britt, a seat origi¬ 
nally won by Harvey Milk in 
1977. 


Endorsed by Supervisors 
Roberta Achtenberg and Car¬ 
ole Migden, Jones would be 
the only gay male on the

Lesbians Run for 
Berkeley Rent Board

Two openly lesbian candi¬ 
dates, Vicky Kolakowski and 
“Gitane” Mertice Williams, 
are among a field of eight vy¬ 
ing for one of the four open 
seats on the Berkeley Rent 
Stabilization Board, and if 
they win, they will become 
the first openly lesbian elect¬ 
ed officials in the East Bay. 

Kolakowski is a patent at¬ 
torney and the first women 
president of the East Bay Les¬ 
bian/Gay Democratic Club, a 
position she has held since 
January 1991. She co-wrote 
Berkeley’s domestic partner 
registration system and is 
chair of the Hate Crimes Sub¬ 
committee of Berkeley’s Hu¬ 
man Welfare and Community 
Action Commission. 

Williams, a disabled 
African American, is a medi¬ 
ator and former stand-up 
comic. 

Kolakowski and Williams 
appear on a pro-tenant slate 
backed by Neighbors for a 
Responsible Rent Board 
(NRRB) along with Randy 
Silverman and Katie Wenc. 
They are opposed by four

other candidates in a race that 
continues to divide Berkeley 
over the issue of rent control. 

NRRB was formed to back 
these four candidates in an ef¬ 
fort to prevent a super major¬ 
ity of what they consider pro¬ 
landlord board members 
from seizing control. Ko¬ 
lakowski, Williams and the 
other two candidates on their 
slate, along with NRRB, also 
support Measure H, which

would roll a recent 28 percent 
rent increase back to nine 
percent. 

Housing is not an issue Ko¬ 
lakowski has worked on in 
the past. “My issues have 
been domestic partnership 
legislation, hate crimes, the 
usual gay/lesbian stuff,” she 
said. She is entering the race 
because, she said, “the tenant 
side is looking for some mid¬ 
dle ground and I think our 
slate can help find that.” - 

But George Fulmore, trea¬ 
surer of Citizens for Fair 
Rent Control, the group back¬ 
ing the slate of candidates op¬ 
posing Williams and Ko¬ 
lakowski, insisted they are 
the ones seeking a compro¬ 
mise and trying to end what 
he called “Berkeley’s war 
over rent control.” 

“Regardless of what they 
[the NRRB candidates] say, 
they are going to come in 
with a down on landlords phi¬ 
losophy,” Fulmore said. 

Williams disputes that. “As 
a mediator for the Catholic 
Charities, my job was to bring 
people together and keep the 
lines of communication open. 

I think that’s imperative for 
the rent board.” 

With both sides claiming 
to be seeking the more mod¬ 
erate solution, reading each 
candidate’s ballot statement, 
voters might not discern 
much of a difference between 
the eight candidates, with one 
notable exception. In her 
statement, Kolakowski de¬ 
clares that she is a lesbian 
and also lists her many ac¬ 
complishments within and for 
the gay community as qualifi¬ 
cations for holding elected of¬ 
fice. 


With similar appearing bal¬ 
lot statements, the election 
could be decided on the indi¬ 
viduals running and not the 
issue. Kolakowski and others 
think this could help the les¬ 
bian candidates. “We haven’t 
had an open lesbian run for 
office in the East Bay before 
so it’s hard to judge what ef¬ 
fect it will have,” said Eric 
Hsu, treasurer of the East 
Bay Lesbian/Gay Democratic 
Club, which has endorsed all 
four pro-tenant candidates. 
“But with two lesbians run¬ 
ning I think they will stand 
out and that may generate 
more interest among gay vot¬ 
ers that might not otherwise 
pay attention to this race.” 

Kolakowski also thinks she 
may get the support of some 
lesbians and gay men who 
agree less with her position 
on rent control than they do 
on the importance of having 
visible lesbian and gay repre¬ 
sentation at all levels of gov¬ 
ernment. 

“If you elect me,” stated 
Kolakowski, “you get a les¬ 
bian elected official who is 
willing to use the status pub¬ 
licly.’’ 

Kolakowski said she’s seen 
the effect that can have. 
“When I’m at a function with 
mainstream progressive 
politicians, and they see me 
standing in the front of the 
room, they always mention 
sexual orientation and the 
more they say it, the more we 
get into their agenda.” Ko¬ 
lakowski calls this ‘stand in 
front’ as opposed to ‘in your 
face’ politics. “I make it clear 
that I’m going to stand there 
until they notice me.” 

Williams also believes it is 
important to run as openly 
lesbian. “I’ve never been as 
out as I am this time,” she 
said. “I feel like I’ve taken the 
next step and it’s very em¬ 
powering.” 

In addition to the East Bay 
Lesbian/Gay Democratic club, 
Kolakowski and Williams 
have also been endorsed by 
the Berkeley Citizens Action 
Committee, Berkeley Green 
Party, Democrats with Dis¬ 
abilities, East Bay N.O.W., 
John George Democratic Club 
and numerous Berkeley lead¬ 
ers including Mayor Loni 
Hancock. 

The four candidates run¬ 
ning on the opposing slate are 
Tom Klatt, Elizabeth Scher¬ 
er, Sam Sorokin, Rosemary 
Williams. T 


TVC WATCH 

The Traditional Family Coalition recently showed a film at 
the Fair Oaks Baptist Church in Concord, titled The Unexpect¬ 
ed Transmission of the HIV Virus, full of erroneous informa¬ 
tion about AIDS can be contracted (the old airborne 
means of coughing and sneezing). TVC continues in its own 
spreading of hate and promotion of hysteria to achieve their 
fear-filled, “Christian” agenda. An increase of gay and lesbian 
presence at some of these events, to which the “public” is in¬ 
vited, as well as a greater challenge to the TVC’s disregard of 
medical facts, would be of help. 

This kind of ignorance is why GLAAD’s “another tradition¬ 
al family” billboard campaign is so necessary, as gays and les¬ 
bians have been made the scapegoats for the perceived moral 
decline and disintegration of the family, as viewed by the 
Christian-controlled Republican right. This battle will continue, 
in their bigoted crusade, no matter who wins the election. 

CASINO NIGHT -100 PERCENT SUCCESS 

Money is still pouring in from corporate and individual 
donors in response to Contra Costa’s biggest annual event, the 
Casino Night fundraiser to benefit AIDS. A member of the 
event’s Steering Committee, Arlene Mose, pointed out that not 
only did $10,000 more get raised than last year to go to AIDS 
Community Network and the AIDS Project of Contra Costa - 
this year a total of over $35,000 - but because all overhead costs 
(food, gaming tables, entertainment, prizes) were underwritten, 
primarily by corporate sponsors, it enabled 100 percent of the $85 
ticket price to go directly to the benefiting organizations. The East 
Bay Golden Gate Business Association was instrumental in pro¬ 
viding corporate sponsorship. 

Paid attendance was over 500 — up 150 from last year, and 
Mose remarked that “we can count on a repeat attendance, and 
this gives us a base to expand on for next year.” Although it 
has been the most popular — and most formal — event of the 
county’s gay and lesbian community over the past few years, 
a greater number of the country’s politicians and straight pop¬ 
ulation have also come to recognize the importance of attend¬ 
ing such an event. The biggest reaction that organizers got 
from many of these lst-time attendees of the gala was surprise 
at getting so much for such a relative low price for a benefit 
— from the champagne reception upon walking into the atri¬ 
um at Pacific Bell’s Bishop Ranch offices, to the $200 in gam¬ 
ing money included in the ticket price, to dinner and dancing. 

HOSPICE FOUNDATION ESTABLISHED 

Marsha Genard, frustrated to discover last year when her 
son had AIDS, that no convalescent home, nursing home, or 
hospice in central Contra Costa accepted persons with AIDS, 
has established a foundation for a PWA hospice in his mem¬ 
ory. Steven A. Genard died in February after being ill for 2 1/2 
years. Since that time, Marsha has worked tirelessly on acquir¬ 
ing non-profit status for the foundation, and finding a facility 
appropriate for the hospice. 

She has the staff — nurses and volunteers are in place, but 
Genard is still looking for a house to rent that can accomodate 
five to six AIDS patients, and where they “can receive pallia¬ 
tive care, to face death with dignity and peace in a pain-free 
atmosphere.” 

Any assistance is appreciated, from letting a large home to 
purchasing the red ribbon pins that Genard offers for a $5 (or 
more) donation to the Steven A. Genard Foundation, 1630

Outraged Catholics Drive 
Steamroller Over Sinead's Hines

NEW YORK (UPI) - A 
steamroller crunched a few 
dozen Sinead O’Connor discs 
and tapes in front of her 
recording company’s Rocke¬ 
feller Center offices on Octo¬ 
ber 21, in protest of the Irish 
singer’s ripping up a photo of 
Pope John Paul H. 

The 30-ton red and yellow 
Dynapac rolled over cassettes, 
compact discs and even a few 
records. 

At the end of her appear¬ 
ance on the October 3 Satur¬ 
day Night Live, O’Connor 
tore up the pope’s photograph 
and walked off the stage. 

The action outraged many 
Catholics, and when she ap¬ 
peared at Madison Square 
Garden October 23 at a 30th 
anniversary celebration in 
honor of Bob Dylan she was 
booed by the audience until 
she left the stage in tears. 

Last week’s smashed 
recordings were collected by 
the National Ethnic Coalition 
of Organizations, which prom¬ 
ised to donate $10 to charity 
for every O’Connor tape or 
CD sent in. The organization 
said it received “more than 
200 .” 

A feeble cheer went up 
from a few of the approxi¬ 
mately 100 people who had 
gathered, in addition to mem¬ 
bers of the media, to watch 


the protest, across the street 
from the offices of Chrysalis 
Records, 1290 Sixth Avenue. 

The protesters planned to 
deliver the mashed recordings 
to O’Connor. 

Standing atop the roller 
were limousine magnate 
William Fugazy, NECO chair¬ 
man of the board, and Arnold 
Burns, NECO president. 

The two men wore white 
hard hats adorned with a car¬ 
icature of the bald singer, 
with the red international 


“prohibited” stroke across it. 
“Under our system of 
government Sinead 
O’Connor has every 
right to do what she 
did, but we also have 
the right to express our¬ 
selves,” Burns said. 

“O’Connor should be held 
to the same standards as ev¬ 
eryone else,” he said. “This 
celebrity has got to act de¬ 
cently.” 

Said Fugazy, who found¬ 
ed the coalition, “I think 
she should apologize to 
all the ethnic communi¬ 
ties around the world 
... especially all the Cath¬ 
olics.” 

A spokeswoman for 
O’Connor, Elaine Shock, 
when told of the protest, asked, 
“How are they going to get it to 
her? I don’t even know where 
she is. It’s not like Santa Claus 
where you can address him in 
care of the North Pole. It can’t 
be ‘Sinead O’Connor, Eu¬ 
rope.’ ” 

She called the demonstra¬ 
tion “silly,” because O’Connor 
knows nothing about it, and 
said it was ‘‘like burning 
books. It doesn’t hurt the 
author.” 

Shock said O’Connor had no 
regrets over her actions. “She 
has a lot of ill-will toward the

The priest at Holy Name 
Catholic Church in Sheboy¬ 
gan, Wisconsin, has been plac¬ 
ed on administrative 
leave following allegations 
that he molested a 13-year-old 
boy more than 20 years ago 
while at another church. 

A man who now has chil¬ 
dren attending the church’s 
elementary school raised the 
allegations after learning that 
the Reverend William Effin- 
ger was the priest at Holy 
Name. 

The man said he was mo¬ 
lested by Effinger in Kenosha 
when he was 13. He said he 
was embarrassed and told no 
one until he learned recently 
that Effinger was at Holy 
Name. The man said he was 
afraid Effinger might molest 
his children or others. 

In an interview on WISN 


television, Effinger admitted 
he molested the 13-year-old 
and expressed remorse. 

The man said he met 
Effinger while working as a 
bus boy at a Kenosha restau¬ 
rant. He said Effinger came 
to the restaurant, had a beer, 
then offered to give him a 
ride home. The man said in¬ 
stead, Effinger drove him to 
an area and performed oral 
sex on him. 

The man recently confront¬ 
ed Effinger at the church. 
The man, wearing a hidden 
tape recorder, asked Effinger 
why he molested him. Effin¬ 
ger apologized and admitted 
he had molested one other 
youth. 

The archdiocese confirmed 
that Effinger had been placed 
on administrative leave but 
made no other comment. Y 


Quayle Appears To 
Squelch Kids' Rights 


Some students at North 
High School in Eau Claire, 
Wisconsin, found out that 
freedom of speech is not guar¬ 
anteed when Vice President 
Dan Quayle comes to town. 

Some of the students had 
prepared for Quayle’s appear¬ 
ance at a school rally by mak¬ 
ing homemade signs in sup¬ 
port of Bill Clinton. When 
they arrived at the school’s 
gym on October 26, those 
signs were confiscated by 
goons, identified by United 
Press International as “Bush/ 
Quayle campaign officials.” 

Minors weren’t the only 
ones stripped of their rights; 
teacher Jean Barganz had a 
sign with a reference to the 
vice president’s misspelling of 
“potato,” but it,,too, was 
confiscated at the door. 

“As a public school teacher 
I think we should present 


both sides and let kids make 
up tneir own minds,” Barganz 
told UPI. “We need to allow a 
difference of opinions.” 

Reportedly, students who 
made signs in support of 
Quayle — among them, “Gore 
pulled a Clinton,” “God bless 
Dan,” “Family values matter,” 
and “Cheeseheads for Bush/ 

1 Quayle” — had no trouble get¬ 
ting in. 

Several resourceful Clin¬ 
ton (and Perot) supporters 
took the “Bush/Quayle ’92” 
signs they were offered and 
tore them into giant letters 
spelling out the names of 
their favorite candidates. 

About 1,000 students and 
residents of Eau Claire at¬ 
tended the rally. During the 
vice president’s speech there 
were long periods when stu¬ 
dents booed while residents 
cheered. ▼ 


Florida Calls for 
Names of HIV+

Florida health officials 
dropped a bombshell on Octo¬ 
ber 21, the opening day of a 
three-day AIDS conference in 
Fort Lauderdale. Officials 
from the state’s Department 
of Health and Rehabilitative 
Services announced they will 
file a legislative proposal to 
force doctors to report all 
HIV-positive patients. 

State rules already require 
physicians to report patients 
with some sexually transmit¬ 
ted diseases, including AIDS, 
but not those who test posi¬ 
tive for HIV antibodies unless 
the patient has developed the 
disease. That would change if 
HRS manages to pass its pro¬ 
posal, as yet in the planning 
stages and therefore unavail¬ 
able for press scrutiny. It is 
not yet known if the proposal 
would also call for tracking 
and notifying the sex partners 
of those who test HIVposi¬ 
tive. 


HRS officials say Florida 
should join 24 other states 
that already require some 
form of HIV reporting. None 
of the similar programs that 
have been proposed to the 
state Legislature in the past 
five years have been passed. 

The officials also surprised 
many in attendance by saying 
the HRS may also recom¬ 
mend that Florida implement 
a needle exchange program, 
similar to those adopted by 
California, New York, and 
Massachusetts, to prevent the 
spread of AIDS among intra¬ 
venous drug users. Such a 
proposal is not expected any¬ 
time soon, as officials main¬ 
tain they have not completed 
their study of that controver¬ 
sial issue. 

AIDS is the most common 
cause of death for women of 
color between the ages of 15 
and 44 in Florida, and the 
fourth biggest killer of all 
Floridians in that age 
group. ▼

Fired for Piercing 

The Unkindest Cut of All

Body piercing is a practice 
which has taken place 
throughout time and across 
cultures. Certain societies 
(such as, for example, the 
United States) have limited 
their acceptance of piercing to 
certain body parts (like the 
earlobe). 

Fifteen years ago the gay 
male s/m community spear¬ 
headed the piercing trend by 
popularizing other forms of 
body piercing, including gen¬ 
ital and nipple piercing. And 
in the past decade, the popu¬ 
larity of piercing has taken 
off. These days in San Fran¬ 
cisco’s queer communities, al¬ 
most everybody’s got some¬ 
thing pierced, and often more 
than just an ear or two. 

The Gauntlet, a piercing 
emporium that was founded 
twelve years ago in Los Ange¬ 
les and now has branches in 
San Francisco and New 
York, serves increasing num¬ 
bers of people every day. 

According to Debbie 
Wertheim, the store manager 
for the Gauntlet on Market 
Street at Castro, her shop 
does 700 piercings a month. 
They offer thirty options for 
pierces, on every part of the 
body imaginable. 

Wertheim says that about 
sixty percent of the piercings 
requested are facial, about fif¬ 
teen percent genital, and 
about twenty-five percent are 


on other parts of the body. 
She says the most common 
requests continue to be ear¬ 
lobes, with nipples coming in 
a close second, and nostrils, 
navels, and cartilage (upper 
ear) next in popularity. She 
says that eyebrows and 
tongues are the up-and-com¬ 
ing piercing rage. 

“I’ve seen the piercing pop¬ 
ulation change dramatically 
over the past year and a half. 
Piercing was really a gay 
male subculture thing for a 
long while, and now we have 
couples coming in from Con¬ 
cord, people from Marin. It’s 
grown,” Wertheim says, not¬ 
ing that a hefty percentage of 
the Gauntlet’s customers con¬ 
tinue to be queer. 

“There are a zillion rea¬ 
sons why people get piercings 
— for fashion, to commemo¬ 
rate an event in their life, 
shock value, trendiness, the 
erotic pleasure of it, or just 
because they want some con¬ 
trol over their bodies because 
other people have told them 
how to look for so long,” 
Wertheim said. 

But, she said, people con¬ 
tinue to judge others on their 
appearance, especially if they 
are pierced. 

“In a way, some people see 
lots of pierces in San Francis¬ 
co and think it’s a really easy 
thing to have. But outside of 
San Francisco hardly any¬ 
body has them and it’s a real¬ 
ly hard thing,” she said, 


adding that people come in 
all the time looking for ways 
to hide their piercings. 

“People come in and ask 
for skin color jewelry. One 
guy recently told me he 
wasn’t getting promoted be¬ 
cause he had a visible pierc¬ 
ing. People who are sixty and 
finally retired come in and 
say now they can finally get a 
piercing. It’s so sad. I can’t be¬ 
lieve the job you do forty 
hours a week can tell you 
what you can do with your 
body,” she said. 

And discrimination on the 
basis of facial piercing is com¬ 
mon. 

Tim Tillman, a gay man, 
used to work for Crate and 
Barrel, a fairly large retail 
chain. Last month he was told 
during his three month re¬ 
view that he could not get a 
facial piercing. His managers 
told him the store image was 
one of subtlety, not severity, 
and they wanted to keep it 
that way. 

But Tillman wanted to get 
his eyebrow pierced. So he 
went to the Gauntlet and had 
it done. On his first day of 
work with the piercing he 
says he didn’t get any com¬ 
ments at all. On the next day 
he decided that it would be 
smart to cover it up just in 
case. 

“I heard what they said 
and I wanted to keep the job, 
so I wore a band-aid over the 
piercing. I didn’t want it to be

an issue. I didn’t want the 
complication. I thought it was 
a good solution,” he said. 

The next day, the store 
manager reportedly told Till¬ 
man that she would not let 
him work with the piercing, 
even if it was under a ban¬ 
dage. 

“Basically I didn’t fit their 
image anymore and they told 
me that,” he said. 

Interestingly enough, one 
of Tillman’s co-workers has a 
nose piercing and has gone 
unhassled by the manage¬ 
ment. When he asked about 
the double standard, Tillman 
says he was told that nose 
piercings are more acceptable 
in society right now. 

Tillman’s manager put 
him on a two-week leave of 
absence, during which he was 
to decide whether he was 
willing to grow his hair (his 
head is shaved) and remove 
his piercing in order to keep 
his job. But on the second day 
of his leave of absence Till¬ 
man was told he could not re¬ 
turn to work no matter what. 

“The piercing is something 
I did, I enjoy, and am proud 
to have. This is what I’ve 
done and this is who I am. 
The store originally presented 
themselves as progressive and 
modern in their thinking. 
Then they said they had no 
problem with my sales ability 
or my personality, just my 
look. I was being reprimand¬ 
ed for something they had no 
concept of. They thought the 
piercing was painful and not 
enjoyable,” Tillman says. 

He adds, “The healing pro¬ 
cess does hurt. But the actual 
piercing was extremely enjoy¬ 
able. A pleasurable pain. 
When the adrenaline flows, 
it’s a very fulfilling thing. It’s 


very empowering. 

Tillman’s manager, Leslie 
(who would not give her last 
name to the Bay Area Re¬ 
porter) was reluctant to com¬ 
ment on the matter. 

“The company as a whole 
does not have a policy against 
it. We’re taking it on a case 
by case basis,” she said. 

As Tillman looks around 
for some form of grievance 
process, some system of anti- 
discrimination protections, 
he’ll find nothing. It is com¬ 
pletely legal in this city, this 
state, and this country to dis¬ 
criminate on the basis of ap¬ 
pearance. 

Supervisor Carole Migden 
considered sponsoring legisla¬ 
tion to ban discrimination on 
the basis of appearance — 
piercings, tattoos, etc. — last 
Fall. But she pulled away 
from the idea when it became 
evident that the measure was 
unlikely to pass and the issue 
would blow up. 

“It seemed clear to us that 
it was one of those painful is¬ 
sues that was going to cause 
more controversy and carry¬ 
ing on than it was worth,” re¬ 
members Dana Van Gorder, 
Migden’s aide. “The business 
community was prepared to 
make it one of those laughing 
stock issues.” 

So as increasing numbers 
of people (and particularly 
queer people) get pierced, 
more and more businesses 
will be making decisions 
about what they think is ap¬ 
propriate appearance. Until 
consumers make it clear that 
piercing is a personal right, 
instances of discrimination 
will continue to grow. And at 
this point, getting pierced is 
still a risky proposition. ▼ 


Cabbie Reports 
Castro Robbery

A De Soto Cab Company 
driver who picked up two 
fares at Market and Castro 
streets near midnight October 
26 was robbed and pistol- 
whipped after he delivered 
them to their destination. 

“The suspects are both 
white males wearing beards,” 
police spokesman Sgt. Jerry 
Senkir told the Bay Area Re¬ 
porter. “They got into the cab 
and told the driver to take 
them to Noe and 25th streets. 

“[Once inside] they 
changed their destination to 
Noe and Elizabeth. When 
they got to the destination, 
both suspects grabbed the 
driver from behind. One of 
the suspects struck the driver 


in the nose with a handgun,” 
Senkir said. 

After the attack, the sus¬ 
pects told the driver to hand 
over his cash. Then, accord¬ 
ing to Senkir, “They ordered 
him out of the cab and drove 
away [in it].” 

The vehicle was found 
abandoned at the corner of 
19th and Noe a short time later, 
Senkir said. 

The robbers netted $100 in 
the incident. 

According to a DeSoto 
spokesman, the driver “is 
OK.” 

“I don’t like to give these 
things publicity,” the spokes¬

Steve Lowe, a 39-year-old 
Los Angeles resident who is 
HIV positive, wants people to 
know that the California Med¬ 
ical Association (CMA) duped 
him into appearing in a video 
that supports Proposition 166, 
the health-care measure that 
several AIDS service 
providers oppose. 

Lowe said that the CMA 
distributed the video to televi¬ 
sion news departments across 
the country although he re¬ 
fused permission to do so. 
The CMA also is airing a ra¬ 
dio commercial featuring 
Lowe’s voice without his per¬ 
mission, Lowe said. 

“My concern is that other 
people not be misled into sup¬ 
porting Proposition 166 
through misleading claims 
and outright deception,” 
Lowe said in a press release. 
“I am working for its defeat 
and I urge California to vote 
no on Proposition 166 on 
November 3.” 

Lowe said he thought the 
proposition sounded good in 
August when he first heard 
about it. Lowe’s doctor asked 
him if the CMA could inter¬ 
view him about the measure. 

“I said sure. I was kind of 
excited about this proposition 
because of the fact that it 
would provide health insur¬ 
ance,” Lowe told the Bay 
Area Reporter. 

The CMA sent a camera 
crew to Lowe’s home and 
filmed him while talking 
about his illness and prob¬ 
lems he has experienced with 
medical insurance. Lowe said 
that he was told the interview 
would be used for focus 
group discussions and com¬ 
munication within the CMA. 

“Two-and-half weeks ago, I 
received a call and they were 
asking for my permission to 
use my voiceover for a radio 
commercial,” Lowe said. “In 
the meantime, I began re¬ 
searching 166 and instead of 
being for it, I became 
adamantly opposed to it. I 
said, Absolutely not and I 
don’t want you using the 
footage for television.’ ” 

The CMA went ahead any¬ 
way, Lowe said. He said 
friends have heard the radio 
ad broadcast in Los Angeles. 

Lowe held press confer¬ 
ences in Los Angeles and San 
Francisco this week to say he 
objects to being used to pro¬ 
mote Proposition 166. 

“I want to get out the mes¬ 
sage that I was duped by the 
California Medical Associa-

tion and I don’t support the 
proposition any longer,” 
Lowe said. “It’s important 
that the AIDS community as 
well as the gay community re¬ 
alize that at first look this 
proposition looks good but 
it’s only upon closer inspec¬ 
tion that you realize it’s really 
a bag of tricks. I’m really very 
strongly against the proposi¬ 
tion.” 

Earlier this month, a coali¬ 
tion formed to speak out 
against Proposition 166. That 
group includes the California 
Nurses Association, the San 
Francisco Board of Supervi¬ 
sors, the San Francisco AIDS 
Foundation, the San Francis¬ 
co Black Coalition on AIDS, 
LIFE AIDS Lobby and ACT 
UP.V

When the HIV antibodies 
test results counselor at Glide 
Memorial Methodist Church’s 
drop-in test site asked me 
how I was doing last week, I 
told her that I wasn’t doing 
too well at all. 

“Oh, I’m pretty nervous,” I 
stammered. 

It was the understatement, 
not just of the week, the 
month, or the decade, but of 
my entire life. 

I’d never taken The Test 
before. 

To be blunt, I was always 
just too scared. 

That complicated terror 
overshadowed every single 
aspect of my life for more 
than eight years. 

It was the hardest thing 
I’ve ever done in my life to 
confront my fear. 

I still don’t know exactly 
how I did it. 

I woke up one morning 
earlier this month from a ter¬ 
rible dream, a nightmare 
about AIDS, full of guilt and 
self-hatred, but I managed to 
get myself to work. During a 
break, I called the AIDS 
Health Project to find out 


where I could find a drop-in 
test site and be tested imme¬ 
diately —without a two-week 
wait for an appointment.

I went to Glide’s drop-in 
clinic the same afternoon. 

During the two weeks be¬ 
tween the test and the results 
I sweated bullets, I thought a 
lot about my life and my sex¬ 
uality, but I mostly thought 
about how much I’ve let fear 
dominate and ruin my life — 
until recently, that is. 

Without a doubt, this has 
been the roughest year of my 
life, but over the last few 
months I’ve made a few 
breakthroughs and managed 
to get myself to a point where 
I’d worked through enough 
internalized homophobia and 
poor self-esteem issues, the 
legacy of life in an oppressive 
culture, that I could handle 
knowing whether I am HIV 
positive or negative. 

I couldn’t have done it 
without a lot of support, ei¬ 
ther. I am so grateful for the 
love and compassion of my 
boyfriend and my friends 


and extended family as I 
worked through my terror. 

It has been a long, hard 
struggle. 

There are thousands of 
people who live in San Fran¬ 
cisco who are like I was. 

Afraid of knowing their 
antibody status. Afraid they 
are going to die of AIDS. 

I respect that fear and I un¬ 
derstand the psychological 
devastation that it wreaks. 

When the antibodies test 
counselor told me that I test¬ 
ed negative for HIV infection, 
I was, to say the least, 
stunned. It was an open secret 
that I was convinced I was 
seropositive because of my 
high-risk, street-based life. 

But, finally, I needed to 
know for sure. I’d come to a 
psychological place where I 
wanted to heal the damage 
my fear had created in my 
life and take steps to deal 
with whatever the reality 
was. 

Taking the test was the ab¬ 
solute hands down scariest 
thing I’ve done in my life and 
I’m very fortunate. 

I confronted the fear. 

Now, I have other fears to 
face. ▼

Even GOPs Hate 
Pat Robertson

FARMVILLE, VIRGINIA 
— A Republican activist calls 
Pat Robertson a “Christian 
Ayatollah” and wants party 
members in the religious 
broadcaster’s home state to 
distance themselves from the 
televangelist, saying other¬ 
wise “we’re down the tubes.” 

Don Moseley, a former 
Virginia 5th District GOP 
chairman, made his com¬ 
ments in a letter to 500 state 
party leaders. He is pushing a 
resolution for the next party 
gathering that “repudiates 
Robertson’s intolerance and 
restates the founding princi¬ 
ples of our party.” 

The letter added: “The 
public perception that the Re¬ 
publican Party of Virginia 
goose steps to the commands 
of the Virginia Beach preach¬ 
er and his fanatical followers 
will lead to certain defeat in 
next year’s statewide elec¬ 
tions. 

“If the public thinks they 
[the Christian right] are in 
charge, we’re down the tubes. 
If we don’t do something to 
change it, we might as well 
pack it in,” Moseley said. 

Robertson, through the 
“Christian” Coalition, has 
wielded increasing clout in¬

side the party on the local, 
state, and national levels. The 
new state party chairman, 
Patrick McSweeney, landed 
the job with Robertson’s sup¬ 
port after a bitter intra-party 
battle. 

Ralph Reed, the executive 
director of the coalition, 
called on Moseley to apolo¬ 
gize for his “anti-christian big¬ 
otry.” He said comparing 
Robertson to the Ayatollah 
Khomeini was “destructive 
and divisive” and said “it is 
Mr. Moseley who is dividing 
our party, not us.” 


Moseley has a reputation 
for being outspoken. But 
Mike Salster, a former GOP 
state spokesman who has re¬ 
tired to the life of a small¬ 
town newspaper publisher, 
said, “Don has put on paper” 
what a lot of party members 
have been saying for a long 
time. 

“This is not the party of 
David Duke, an avowed 
Klansman, or of avowed 
Nazis or other intolerant orga¬ 
nizations,” Salster said. 

Moseley’s attack is the first 
public one against Robertson 
from the party’s moderate 
wing, and Moseley is playing 
on the party’s deep hunger 
for a statewide win. Aside 
from two victories by en¬ 
trenched U.S. Senator John 
Warner, Republicans have 
lost every statewide race in 
the past 11 years. 

Moseley used a fundraising 
letter Robertson wrote 
against the Equal Rights 
Amendment in Iowa this year 
as a prime example. That let¬ 
ter said, “The feminist agenda 
encourages women to leave 
their children, kill their chil¬ 
dren, practice witchcraft, de¬ 
stroy capitalism and become 
lesbians.”

Defects of the GOP 
Cause Gay GOPs To Defect

WASHINGTON - Repre¬ 
sentatives of a coalition of gay 
and lesbian Republican 
groups announced here Octo¬ 
ber 22 that on Election Day 
they will abandon President 
Bush for the candidacy of 
Democratic nominee Gover¬ 
nor Bill Clinton, in response 
to the GOP’s attempts to 
make a negative issue of the 
Democratic Party’s support 
for gays and lesbians. 

“We have only one mes¬ 
sage today,” said Susan Jester, 
chairperson of the Lavender 
Republicans, a coalition of 
gay and lesbian GOP groups 
in more than ten cities. “And 
that is to say to the many gay 
and lesbian Republicans in 
America that only Governor 
Clinton has demonstrated his 
commitment to bringing all 
Americans together for 
change.” 

Jester and other leaders of 
the Lavender Republicans 
told a small gathering of re¬ 
porters here that they made 
their decision to back Clinton 
after last summer’s Republi¬ 
can National Convention. 

They also were impressed 
with Clinton’s strong stands 
on AIDS and gay and lesbian 
rights, in contrast with Bush’s 
lackluster record on these is¬ 
sues. They were particularly 
supportive of the Arkansas 
governor’s stand for remov¬ 
ing the Pentagon’s ban os les¬ 
bians and gays in the uni¬ 
formed service, something 
Bush has actively opposed. 

Lifetime supporters of the 
Republican Party, the group’s 


members were turned off by 
the harshly anti-gay platform 
and anti-gay comments com¬ 
ing from the Houston conven¬ 
tion last August. And after 
weeks of discussion, the 
group’s members opted for 
the first time to announce 
they will back a Democrat for 
president. 

Jester, a California lesbian 
activist with roots in the Re¬ 
publican Party, explained 
how after years of working 
for GOP candidates she feels 
her party has been taken over 
by anti-gay forces led by con¬ 
servative Reverend Pat 
Robertson. 

Lt. Col. (Ret.) Charles Mag¬ 
nus, an HIV-positive gay 
grandfather and decorated 
veteran, told of how, after be¬ 
ing raised to mistrust 
Democrats and after spending 
years voting for Republican 
presidents, he too will be 
backing the Clinton ticket. 

The gay Republicans cited 
a laundry list of actions taken 
by Bush and the GOP, but 
nothing loomed larger than 
their feeling that the Bush ad¬ 
ministration has not done 
enough in the fight against 
AIDS. And with each of them 
touched personally by the dis¬ 
ease, they unanimously sent 
the message that there just 
isn’t enough time to wait for 
action from this administra¬ 
tion. 

“Speaking for the million 
Americans who are HIV pos¬ 
itive,” said an emotional Ken 
Aldrich, a former Reagan ap¬ 
pointee who has AIDS, “I do 
not have enough T-cells to 
survive four more years of 


George Bush.” 

Aldrich told how when he 
served in the Reagan White 
House in the Congressional 
Affairs Office, the administra¬ 
tion knew he was gay but “it 
was not an issue.” Now he 
laments the turn to the right 
the party has taken. 

“What has happened to my 
party?” he asked. “My party 
has been taken over by some 
right-wing fanatics full of hate 
and mistrust for anyone who 
doesn’t fill their narrow defi¬ 
nition of family values, as de¬ 
fined by Pat Buchanan.” 

The gay Republicans hoped 
that, should Bush lose in 
November, the party will 
reorganize and move away 
from its reactionary positions 
on gays and AIDS. 

But with a “war” for the 
party predicted in the wake 
of a potential Bush loss, these 
Republicans weren’t expect¬ 
ing any massive changes in 
the party anytime soon. 

“I think the chances are 
good [that we can take back 
our party], especially if [Bush] 
does lose,” said Jester. “But 
it’s going to take a lot of hard 
work. I think it’s going to 
take us a lot of time to take 
back our party. Probably as 
long as it’s taken Clinton and 
his people to take back the 
Democratic Party.” 

If that’s a reference to the 
12-year shutout the 
Democrats have experienced 
at 1600 Pennsylvania Ave., 
that wouldn’t put the Repub¬ 
licans on the pro-gay side un¬ 
til somewhere around 2004. ▼ 
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A Talk With Marvin Liebman

Marvin Liebman, author of 
Coming Out Conservative, 
was a major strategist and 
fundraiser for the modern 
conservative movement. He 
was a communist as a youth, 
but later was to help nurture 
groups like the Young Amer¬ 
icans for Freedom, American 
Conservative Union, Ameri¬ 
cans for Constitutional Ac¬ 
tion, and the Committee of 
One Million (which helped de¬ 
lay China’s admission to the 
UN for almost 20 years). 

He has known all the con¬ 
servative leaders and power 
brokers of the past 30 years. 
In John Gregory Dunne’s 
words, Liebman “has hatched 
just about every right-wing 
front in memory. He has been 
responsible for both the re¬ 
spectability of the conserva¬ 
tive revival and for differenti¬ 
ating it from the lunatic 
fringe.” 

Before the interview, Lieb¬ 
man said he has always been 
looking for a “home.” Now 
69, he mentioned his varied 
phases of life “as a kid, a 
young communist, Commu¬ 
nist, member of the Army Air 
Corp., Zionist, anti-commu¬ 
nist, conservative, Republi¬ 
can, Jew, Catholic ... always 
looking and looking. And I’ve 
finally come home,” he said. 

Freelance journalist David 
Batterson interviewed Lieb¬ 
man in Portland on October 
20, just before the author gave 
a speech against Oregon’s Bal¬ 
lot Measure 9. 

Q: What are your thoughts 
on outing? 

A: I am all for outing of 
anybody who does our com¬ 
munity a disservice, or has 
done something provable to 
hurt us. I am against outing 
for its own sake. I’m against 
outing movie stars; that is 
self-indulgent nonsense. I 
grew up in a time when 
blackmail was used against 
gays and lesbians. Outing is 
sort of akin to it. So I person¬ 
ally would never out any¬ 
body. 

What about when they out- 
ed [Pentagon spokesperson] 
Pete Williams? 

Pete Williams was a 
spokesman for an institution 
that was hurting our commu¬ 
nity. And I believe that he 
said several times he support¬ 
ed everything they did. In 
outing him, it was almost as if 
he were a sacrificial lamb, 
where it focused attention on 
gays in the military. Most of 
our contemporaries don’t like 
ACT UP or Queer Nation. I 
think they’re terrific. They fo¬ 
cus the attention on things. 

Do the dirty work? 

That’s exactly right. They 
make it easy for guys like me 
and you. 

I guess you knew Roy Cohn. 
What are your thoughts 
about him? 

He was a vehement self¬ 
hater. He hated being gay and 
hated being Jewish. That’s 
why he hung around Franny 
[Cardinal Francis] Spellman 
so much. But most of all he 
hated being gay. Now, I hated 
being gay. All people in the 
closet hate it, and its emotion¬ 
ally crippling. It took me 67 
years to realize: who was I 
kidding? Roy Cohn hated 
himself, and by hating him¬ 


What have your last two 
years been like? 


It’s just been wonderful. 
I’ve been welcomed by the 
community. They still don’t 
understand my politics 
though. My life has been 
changed. My coming out has 
given me a freedom. I really 
feel like a free and liberated 
man. I can do anything I 
want. 


Do you wish you had done 
it before? 


Oh sure. Of course I do. I 
missed out on so much. I 
have this talent for attracting 
young people. I love young 
gay men, but I would never 
hit on them because I just 
couldn’t do it —it would be 
an immoral act. At my age it 
would be like chil<J molesta¬ 
tion. But I love the communi¬ 
ty and feel very much at one 
with the gay community. For 
the rest of my life that’s the 
group I will serve. 


What’s next—a movie? 

The next thing I’d thought 
I’d do is come out as a black 
woman. We’ll have a wonder¬ 
ful title to the book, called 
My Yiddish Mammy Whoopi 
Goldberg will play me. I 
think she will be wonderful. 

But do you think the book 
could be a TV movie? 

No. I don’t expect it to be 
a best-seller. The reason I 
couldn’t get any big New 
York publisher or any enor¬ 
mous advance is several peo¬ 
ple said —and they might 
have been right —gays don’t 
like conservatives and conser¬ 
vatives don’t like gays. So 
where’s the audience? Any 
time I’m able to speak or

self he hated other gay peo¬ 
ple. 

Why did he have such pow¬ 
er, though? 

He was a clever man. He 
was a crook. 

Did he have a lot of dirt on 
people like Hoover? 

He did. They had dirt 
about each other. I never met 
J. Edgar Hoover, but he was 
queer. You know, it was sort 
of public knowledge. Some 
people are gay or lesbian and 
get away with it without com¬ 
ing out, like most of the men 
in the fashion industry — 
those who are still alive. But 
generally they don’t discuss 
their plumbing in public — 
that’s the way they play it. 
The articulation of being gay, 
of saying “I am a gay man” is 
wonderfully liberating — cer¬ 
tainly it was for me — and it 
could be for them. But they 
just don’t do it.

But “communists” —I 
was one —were good people, 
they were do-gooders.

hormones to be abstinent. So 
tell them how to use con¬ 
doms.

Important Hate Crimes Legislation — 

Jesse Helms Killed It

WASHINGTON - As the 
final moments of the 102nd 
Congress slipped away Octo¬ 
ber 8, so did hopes that the 
body would pass its second 
measure aimed at curbing the 
nationwide epidemic of hate 
crimes, including those moti¬ 
vated by anti-gay bias. i 

The bill, formally the Hate J 
Crimes Sentencing Act of ® 
1992, died in the closing mo- .* 
ments of the Senate session £ 
after Sen. Jesse Helms (R- ° 
N.C.) refused to remove his | 
threat to filibuster the mea- ~ 
sure. 

Had it passed, the proposal 
would have increased the 
penalties for federal crimes if 
they were found to be moti¬ 
vated by bias based on race, 
religion, ethnicity, or sexual 
orientation. The bill, intro¬ 
duced by Sen. Paul Simon (D- 
111.) and Rep. Charles 
Schumer (D-N.Y.) last spring, 
would have been only the sec¬ 
ond federal law ever to in¬ 
clude reference to sexual ori¬ 
entation, following 1989’s 
Hate Crimes Statistics Act. 

Gay and lesbian groups, 
joined by a coalition of orga¬ 
nizations representing law en¬ 
forcement and other minori¬ 
ties, had pushed for the sen¬ 
tencing bill’s passage since its 
introduction. 

But voicing a variety of 
constitutional concerns, legal 
experts and civil liberties 
groups questioned some of 
the measure’s provisions and 
whether the bill would pass 
constitutional muster follow¬ 
ing last summer’s Supreme 
Court decision invalidating a 
Minnesota hate crimes law. 

They argued that basing 
sentencing decisions on some¬ 
thing the defendant may have 
said, which would be used in 
determining motivation, may 
violate the defendant’s First 
Amendment right to free 


speech. 

Last May, however, some 
of these same experts told a 
House panel investigating the 
proposal that with certain 
amendments the measure 
would not violate a defen¬ 
dant’s civil liberties. 

The bill was eventually 
passed by the House of Rep¬ 
resentatives on a voice vote 
October 6, after which it was 
approved by a key Senate 
panel. Once it moved on to 
the Senate floor, though, lob¬ 
byists for the bill had to ad¬ 
dress the concerns of individ¬ 
ual senators who were threat¬ 
ening to block the bill from 
coming to the floor. 

In the last day of the Sen¬ 
ate session October 8, Helms 
remained the sole hold-out 
against debate on the mea¬ 
sure. But as he was on an air¬ 
plane and unavailable when 
its number came up, senators 
could not proceed without his 
approval and the bill died for 
this session of Congress. 

In 1988, Helms was simi¬ 
larly able to block debate on 
the Hate Crimes Statistics Act 
in the closing moments of the 
100th Congress by threaten¬ 
ing a series of hostile, anti-gay 
amendments should the bill 
be brought to the floor. Gay 
activists were eventually able 
to preempt the Helms amend¬ 


ments before the bill was fi¬ 
nally passed almost a year lat- 
er. 

As the 102nd Congress 
concluded its business early 
in October, the House and 
Senate were also able to pass 
the Juvenile Justice and Delin¬ 
quency Prevention Act of 
1992, which would expand 
federal programs to deter 
youth crime. 

Among the provisions of 
that bill are stipulations that 
the Justice Department study 
the hate crime offenses of ju¬ 
venile defendants and how 
they can best be curbed. The 
measure, now awaiting the 
signature of the president, 
also calls on the Justice De¬ 
partment to fund programs 
addressing the root causes of 
juvenile hate crimes. 

Although the House ver¬ 
sion of the bill included a def¬ 
inition of hate crimes refer¬ 
encing sexual orientation, a 
joint House/Senate conference 
committee settled on the Sen¬ 
ate’s version of the bill which 
does not define hate crimes in 
any way. 

Gay and lesbian lobbyists 
insist that once the bill is en¬ 
acted, they will press the Jus¬ 
tice Department to include 
anti-gay crimes in all its inves¬ 
tigations of hate-motivated of¬ 
fenses. T

have comprehensive youth 
services anywhere, and young 
people get bounced around 
from agency to agency. De¬ 
spite the fact that young peo¬ 
ple felt the space would be 
ideal, LYRIC is pulling out 
because we simply cannot af¬ 
ford to move in at this junc¬ 
ture in our development,” ex¬ 
plained Danny Barutta, the 
agency’s executive director. 

The committee will be de¬ 
ciding which of the remaining 
proposals to present to Bank 
of America by November 11. 
Woods said that in order to 
be chosen, an organization 
must embrace and represent 
the diversity within the com¬ 
munity, its proposal must fit 
in with the Castro communi¬ 
ty, but also should have a vi¬ 
sion about where that com¬ 
munity is going. And, Woods 
said, “There are obvious fi¬ 
nancial considerations. We 
want to make sure it’s a sta¬ 
ble organization that has the 
financial capacity to occupy 
the building and a proven his¬ 
tory of leadership.” 

The committee will next 
interview the agencies that re¬ 
main and then determine its 
selection. Woods and Irving 


said that they are eager for in¬ 
put, and ask that people write 
to The Advisory Committee 
on 400 Castro Street, do Su¬ 
pervisor Terence Hallinan, at¬ 
tention Jon Paul Samaha, 
Room 235 City Hall, SF, CA 
94102. 

In the meantime, the com¬ 
mittee is actively pursuing ne¬ 
gotiations with the bank. Irv¬ 
ing said that she and several 
other committee members 
will be meeting with a bank 
representative next week to 
get as much of a commitment 
as possible that the bank will 
keep the space accessible to 
the queer communities. 

“It’s important to secure 
the most positive position for 
our selected proposal. The re¬ 
ality is that [if Bank of America 
makes the space inaccessible 
to nonprofits] they will 
have done some irreparable 
damages and will have sold 
out the community for money 
that will go in their pocket. 
They’d be making a state¬ 
ment that we’d hear long and 
hard,” Irving said. 

Woods said that so far the 
bank will not divulge any of 
the commercial bidders for 
the space. “We need to send a 
message to any retailer who’s 
considering occupying that 
space that there’s a potential 
for repercussions,” he said. 

And while the committee 


is negotiating on the inside, 
the reborn Queer Nation has 
decided to make this issue 
their first major mobilization. 
The group is collecting signa¬ 
tures outside the building to 
pressure the bank to commit 
to the committee’s recommen¬ 
dation. 

“Even to this day they 
have still not made a commit¬ 
ment to the community. 
They’re asking us to negotiate 
and bid against multi-million 
dollar corporations,” said 
Allen Carson, who’s organiz¬ 
ing the effort. “That’s just not 
fair.” 

Carson said he trusts the 
advisory committee and 
thinks it’s important for the 
community to unite around 
its efforts because “it would 
just be a crime if we let this slip 
through our fingers. Imagine a 
huge Rainbow flag flying 
there. The biggest benefit is 
being very visible in 
that space. It would be invalu¬ 
able for this community,” he 
said.

PROPOSITION 155 VOTE NO 
1992 SCHOOL FACILITIES 
BOND ACT

even more money. We cannot keep going deeper 
into debt.

Russia To Be Invaded 
By American Queers

To give gay liberation 
some help in the democratiza¬ 
tion of Russia, two gay Amer¬ 
ican men are about to fly to 
Moscow to teach lesbians and 
gay men there how to gather, 
organize, and work out their 
own plans for legal and social 
reform under the aegis of 
Golubka (Little Duck), which 
is creating the Soviet-Ameri- 
can Humanitarian Initiative. 

Off to Moscow on Novem¬ 
ber 12, Adam Behrman, well 
known locally as a facilitator 
of gay sensitivity training for 
Building Bridges, a United 
Way-funded program, spoke 
to the Bay Area Reporter re¬ 
cently about plans, problems 
and hoped-for outcomes. 

“There is something pow¬ 
erful in just bringing gay and 
lesbian people together,’’ said 
Behrman, 28, his enthusiasm 
showing in his vibrant voice 
and bright eyes. “With homo¬ 
sexuality still illegal, thou¬ 
sands are convicted and sent 
off to work camps of unbe¬ 
lievable horror. It is said that 
many of the convicted must 
labor in uranium mining 
camps with no protective 
clothing. But even in the face 
of this repression, ten or 
eleven gay groups have 
formed and are eager to learn 
how to organize and operate.” 

Behrman will work side 
by side with George Lakey of 
the University of Pennsylva¬ 
nia at Philadelphia, a gay pro¬ 
fessor with more than 30 
years of peace advocacy and 
group training. “I am very ex¬ 
cited to be working with 
George,” Behrman exclaimed, 
then went on to recite 
Lakey’s multitude of groups 
and causes, ranging from coal 
miners in Tennessee to 
Greenpeace to revolutionary 
students in Burma. Among 


his books, Lakey’s most im¬ 
portant to gay people is No 
Turning Back. 

Behrman sees their work 
in Moscow as, first of all, 
learning in the first week 
from the people whom they 
are going to teach, then de¬ 
signing the classes from the 
instructors’ knowledge of 
their students and their 
needs. 

“The primary thing we 
want them to realize first is 
the rewarding feeling of gath¬ 
ering to share their stories 
and grow in pride at being 
who they are: gay men and 
lesbians,” Behrman averred. 
“Then they will be ready to 
learn skills in organizing and 
action. They will be ready to 
strengthen local organiza¬ 
tions. Historically, the trouble 
has been that the society has 
been organized vertically, 
with authoritarian directives 
that precluded horizontal ac¬ 
tivity. There was formerly no 
chance for democratic action. 
For example, when the Writ¬ 
ers’ Guild met, they were told 
by a party apparatchik what 
and how to write; there was 
no sharing, no truly indepen¬ 
dent creation.” 

But while Lakey has been 
involved in teaching nonvio¬ 
lent civil disobedience, he and 
Behrman will not dictate or 
even imply the methods that 
the gay groups should use, 
Behrman insists. “They must 
choose their own goals and 
means and not depend on us 
to tell them how to get involv¬ 
ed,” Behrman explained. 

Kevin Gardner, the Inter¬ 
national Gay and Lesbian Hu¬ 
man Rights Commission rep¬ 
resentative working in 
Moscow with the Russians on 
AIDS, will be one contact, 
someone on whom they can 
depend to give them insights 
on the Russian situations, 



Behrman asserted. 

The most immediate prob¬ 
lem Behrman and Lakey 
must solve is financial. Golub¬ 
ka will pay for their lodging 
and meals in Russia, but the 
rest of the expenses must be 
met through other means. 
Consequently, fundraising has 
started to meet the $5,000 in 
costs for the venture. 
Behrman is soliciting money 
“from $5 on up,” as he puts it, 
from any people interested in 
sustaining this promising en¬ 
deavor. Though it has been in¬ 
formally named “The Rus¬ 
sian Project,” any checks 
should be made out to Adam 
Behrman and sent to the P.O. 
Box in his name at 1151 
Solano Avenue, Suite 105, Al¬ 
bany, CA 94706. Behrman 
stresses that any excess mon¬ 
ey will remain in a fund for 
subsequent similar efforts. 

“This is probably just the 
first of several such efforts — 
which we expect to have a 
life of its own,” he concluded 
with a grin. T 


Gays Demand Nicaragua's 
Chamorro Leave Scandanavia

Nicaraguan President Vio- 
leta Chamorro was hounded 
by angry homosexuals 
throughout her October 19-22 
state visit to Scandinavia. 

Last July 8, Chamorro 
signed a law passed by the 
National Assembly which 
provides that “anyone who in¬ 
duces, promotes, propagan¬ 
dizes, or practices in scan¬ 
dalous form sexual inter¬ 
course between persons of 
the same sex commits the 
crime of sodomy and shall in¬ 
cur one to three years impris¬ 
onment.” 

In Stockholm and Oslo, 
Chamorro was repeatedly 
met with shouts of “Gay 
rights are human rights,” 
“Shame on Chamorro,” and 
“Go home.” In Oslo, Norwe¬ 
gian Prime Minister Gro 
Harum Brundtland herself 
quizzed Chamorro about 


Nicaragua’s treatment of gays 
and lesbians. 

At a press conference in 
Stockholm, a journalist from 
the gay newspaper Reporter 
demanded Chamorro defend 
the law. She responded by 
stating it does not discrimi¬ 
nate against homosexuals, 
and moved to the next ques¬ 
tion. 

A Reporter reporter nailed 
Chamorro again in front of 
Swedish government head¬ 
quarters. She was whisked 
into a diplomatic car by secu¬ 
rity police as protesters shout¬ 
ed after her. 

Another angry crowd of 
gays protested outside the 
Swedish foreign-aid offices 
during a speech by Nicara¬ 
guan Foreign Minister Ernes¬ 
to Leal Sanchez. 

Sanchez responded by 
meeting with a delegation 
from the umbrella gay group 
National Federation for Sex¬ 
ual Equality (RFSL). He 


claimed the new law was not 
aimed at homosexuals but 
was designed “to protect 
women and children.” 

In fact, legislators from 
Chamorro’s Union Nacional 
Opositora Party tacked the 
anti-gay statute onto legisla¬ 
tion that otherwise concerned 
rape. The amendments were 
opposed by the National As¬ 
sembly’s entire Sandinista 
bloc. The socialist/communist 
Sandinista Front for National 
Liberation ruled Nicaragua in 
the 1980s. 

Nicaragua, Chile and 
Ecuador are the only Latin 
American nations that crimi¬ 
nalize gay sex.

She has spent long 
hours taking care of most minority issues as no one else 
has. She, like Angela, has a habit of shooting from the 
hip and embarrassing herself. She has apologized when 
an unintended salvo has found a target. She is, after all, 
only human and, as such, does make mistakes. She has 
worked hard for your support and has earned your vote. 

Terence Hallinan and Cleve Jones — This paper 
is not going to be stampeded into support for Supervisor 
Hallinan because of some items he has given us in the 
past six months. Hallinan’s leftist politics are even too 
far left for this paper. We believe he has to temper his 
left-leaning ways even more to be supported by this com¬ 
munity. 

The gay candidate for the board, Cleve Jones, has left 
too many unanswered questions about for us to be com¬ 
fortable with him. Let us hope that a lot of these things 
can be openly discussed before his next try at public of¬ 
fice.

CDC Proposes New 
AIDS Definition

The Centers for Disease 
Control on October 20 an¬ 
nounced its proposal to ex¬ 
pand the AIDS definition, by 
adding three new qualifying 
diseases and including people 
whose CD4 cell count is be¬ 
low 200. 

The new proposal comes 
out of a meeting with epi¬ 
demiologists Held in Septem¬ 
ber to solicit comment on 
broadening the definition. 

Added to the list of AIDS- 
qualifying diseases are pul¬ 
monary tuberculosis, recur¬ 
rent bacterial pneumonia and 
invasive cervical cancer. 

CDC spokesperson Tom 
Skinner said that the proposal 
has been sent to participants 
in the September meeting 
and to the Council of State 
and Territorial Epidemiolo¬ 
gists for comment. Barring 


objections from these public 
health officials, the proposal 
will go into effect January 1, 
1993. 

Skinner said the CDC 
plans to publish the proposed 
definition in December in its 
Morbidity and Mortality 
Weekly Report. 

The San Francisco AIDS 
Foundation said the new def¬ 
inition will lead to improved 
medical care for people with 
HIV. 

“We are deeply gratified 
the CDC has finally decided 
to adopt an AIDS case defini¬ 
tion that more accurately re¬ 
flects the current medical 
manifestations of the disease,” 
said Rene Durazzo, public 
policy director at the AIDS 
Foundation. 

“The proposed AIDS defi¬ 
nition represents a significant 
victory for the thousands 
upon thousands of women liv¬ 


ing with HIV and the advoca¬ 
cy groups who have fought 
long and hard to convince the 
CDC that HIV infection is 
having a distinctly different 
medical effect on women than 
men.” 

The new definition would 
boost the number of AIDS 
cases in the United States by 
160,000. As of June 1992, there 
were 230,179 cases of AIDS 
and 152,153 deaths reported 
to the CDC. 

The case definition for 
AIDS determines whether pa¬ 
tients can receive insurance 
payments and government 
benefits. It also plays a key 
role in the federal govern¬ 
ment’s efforts to monitor the 
number of AIDS cases and 
the epidemic’s trends and pro¬ 
vides a diagnostic and treat¬ 
ment standard for medical 
professionals. T 


New French 'Angel of Death' 
Returns to Paris, and Custody

BOSTON - A doctor con¬ 
victed of fraud in connection 
with an AIDS scandal in 
France has returned home 
from Boston to surrender to 
French authorities. 

Dr. Michel Garretta had 
been in seclusion at his rent¬ 
ed home in nearby Brookline, 
but he and his lawyer, Xavier 
Charvet, flew out of Boston 
October 27. 

Authorities in France were 
ready to take him into cus¬ 
tody when he arrived. 

Garretta was convicted of 


fraud October 23, and sen¬ 
tenced to four years in prison. 

Garretta, as head of the 
French National Center for 
Blood Transfusions, was ac¬ 
cused of having ordered in 
1985 that 1,200 hemophiliacs 
receive transfusions of a 
French blood product he al¬ 
legedly knew may have been 
tainted with the AIDS virus. 

More than 250 people who 
received the tainted transfu¬ 
sions have died already. 

Court documents indicated 
that although Garretta knew 
his institute’s blood product 
was contaminated, he allowed 


it to be distributed anyway to 
use up $40 million worth of 
excess stock, rather than im¬ 
port a safe blood product 
from the United States. 

Garretta was convicted 
only of distributing fraudu¬ 
lent products, not of inten¬ 
tionally poisoning patients. 
Public outrage over the scan¬ 
dal forced Garretta to resign 
from his post on June 1, 1991. 

His lawyer insisted Garret¬ 
ta is innocent, but has not yet 
decided whether to appeal. T

AIDS Emergency Fund Faces 

Bounced Checks From Donors

With much of the AIDS 
Emergency Fund’s $1 million 
annual budget raised through 
donations, including auctions 
and fundraisers in gay bars, 
the Fund depends on the gay 
community for assistance, ac¬ 
cording to AEF President 
Rick Salinas. 

“But,” Salinas tells the Bay 
Area Reporter, “We’ve been 
having a problem with people 
bouncing checks and using 
charge cards that are later de¬ 
clined at the auctions. Some¬ 
times people pay for mer¬ 
chandise with a check or a 
credit card and we can’t veri¬ 
fy them, and then the check 
comes back or the cards are 
refused. 

“We’re a small group and 
it creates substantial losses 
every time someone bounces 
a check,” he says. 

In addition to the bank 
fees the organization must 
pay for the bad check, or the 
charge for the bad credit 
cards, Salinas says. Whatever 
merchandise that was pur¬ 
chased is also gone. 

“We never get it back,” he 
says. “Maybe a business could 


roll with the punches, but we 
can’t. We lose several hun¬ 
dred dollars and that’s a lot 
for a small organization. 

Salinas says the AEF isn’t 
the only small AIDS service 
group that has the problem. 

He also believes that the 
problems are rarely if ever in¬ 
tentional. Sometimes people 
don’t realize that they are 
over their credit card limit 
when they buy something or 
they don’t realize they’ve 
bounced a check, he says. 

“I really done think it’s 
done dishonestly. People get 
caught up in the spirit of the 
moment but sometimes we 
aren’t able to recover the 
funds,” he says. 

Collection on the checks 
and cards is difficult, Salinas 
tells the Bay Area Reporter, 
and there are often stalls and 
excuses about paying for the 
merchandise purchased. 

“Sometimes people say 
‘run the check through again’ 
and it still bounces or we’ll 
call someone and they won’t 
ever be home. We want to 
warn people not to do this. It 
really hurts our organization 
because we depend on dona¬ 
tions,” he says. 


Another problem the AEF 
encounters involves people re¬ 
serving tickets for events such 
as special event dinners or 
the group’s annual banquet, 
but then not paying for the 
tickets — and in some cases 
still having the cheek to show 
up for the event. 

But, Salinas says, despite 
the problems the group man¬ 
ages to raise funds to help 
people with AIDS pay their 
bills. 

“We just held a very suc¬ 
cessful Bare Chest Calendar 
auction and fundraiser at the 
SF Eagle. It raised almost 
$4,000,” Salinas says happily. 
“We also had a successful 
event on Danny Williams’s 
birthday.” 

Williams, a gay comic, is a 
frequent AEF fundraiser 
host. 

According to AEF manag¬ 
er Michael Coffey, the group 
has served more than 3,000 
clients over a decade — and 
the amount available to appli-' 
cants has recently been raised 
to $500. 

“The funds are not given 
as cash, though,” Coffey tells 
the B.A.R. “We pay people’s 
bills directly for them.”V

California Board of Education 

At their October meeting, 
State Board of Education 
members continued to debate 
the lesbian and gay references 
in the proposed Health Educa¬ 
tion Framework. The docu¬ 
ment will direct the content of 
health education textbooks 
used in the State’s one thou¬ 
sand public school districts. 

The highlight of the meet¬ 
ing was a bold presentation by 
Irene Cheng, the 16-year-old 
student member of the Board 
of Education.

Psychology Today 

The September/October 
1992 issue of Psychology To¬ 


day carries a feature story on 
“Love, Lies and Fear in the 
Plague Years,” in which Simon 
Sebag Montefiore attempts t o 
challenge some of the media’s 
myths about AIDS and sex. 
The author’s main point, that 
more people are having unpro¬ 
tected sex than the media sug¬ 
gest, is certainly worth consid¬ 
ering. In the course of making 
that point, however, Monte¬ 
fiore actually promotes nega¬ 
tive stereotypes of bisexuals 
and misunderstandings about 
the spread of HIV. 

Montefiore, who quickly 
identifies himself as “a 26-year- 
old heterosexual male,” claims 
that bisexuality is “a sexual li¬ 
cense to kill by spreading 
AIDS from the gay to the 
straight community.” To sup¬ 
port his claim, Montefiore tells 
the story of “Eric,” a 27-year- 
old lawyer who caused “sexual 
havoc” at his firm by sleeping 
with two women and two men 
at the office. “Three were hap¬ 
pily married at the time, “ 
Montefiore adds disparagingly.

Community United in Re¬ 
sponse to AIDS/SIDA 
(CURAS) has fired its execu¬ 
tive director and lost $180,000 
in city funding, following a 
Department of Public Health 
investigation that disclosed 
widespread fiscal and man¬ 
agement problems within the 
agency. But CURAS’s critics 
believe serious problems still 
need to be addressed. 

“There are still things that 
are real amok at CURAS,” 
said Luis de la Garza, a mem¬ 
ber of the CURAS Rescue 
Committee, which has been 
calling for reform of CURAS 
for the past year [cf. the Bay 
Area Reporter, September 10, 
1992]. “What we’ve been see¬ 
ing in terms of the board is a 
lot of scapegoating. There’s a 
smoke screen there.” 

City health commissioners 
last week adopted the recom¬ 
mendations of Department of 
Public Health auditors, cut¬ 
ting CARE I and II money, 
which funded CURAS direct 
client services. 

The Health Department re¬ 
port cites incomplete record 
keeping and accounting pro¬ 
cedures, including 12 interest- 
free loans to eight employees 
totalling $4,550. One loan of 
$1,500 was given to Executive 
Director Rosa Maria Zayas by 
board President Shelly Wilks- 
Fernandez without board ap¬ 
proval. 

The report criticizes the 
CURAS board of directors 
for failing to adhere to its by¬ 
laws and failing to oversee 
the agency. “The board of di¬ 
rectors’ abdication of its gov¬ 
ernance and fiduciary role has 
vested far too much responsi¬ 
bility and authority with the 
executive director and board 
president to the detriment of 
the organization,” the report 
says. 

Regarding case manage¬ 


ment intended to provide var¬ 
ious services to clients, the re¬ 
port says there is an absence 
of written procedures, unac¬ 
ceptable client files and ab¬ 
sence of supervision of the 
program. 

“The agency appears to op¬ 
erate in isolation from the 
San Francisco comprehensive 
HIV Services Network,” the 
report says. “Undocumented 
or incomplete referrals within 
CURAS also severely hinder 
the case management capabil¬ 
ity to access services.” 

The report also points out 
problems with personnel poli¬ 
cies, including incomplete 
record keeping and a “mean¬ 
ingless” grievance procedure. 
“The audit team was struck 
by the employees interviewed 
who often exhibited an ex¬ 
traordinary degree of concern 
and fear of retaliation by the 
agency for having participat¬ 
ed in this audit,” the report 
says. 

“We are positive that this 
agency is capable of and has 
historically provided effective 
prevention/education services 
to the gay and bisexual Lati¬ 
no community,” the report 
says. “It is for this reason and 
the commitment that all em¬ 
ployees demonstrated to the 
fight against HIV/AIDS that 
we are not recommending 
termination of all contracts.” 

In response to the report, 
Zayas has been fired and 
Wilks-Fernandez has been re¬ 
placed as board president by 
Celinda Cantu, although 
Wilks-Fernandez remains on 
the board. 

Will Brady of the Rescue 
Committee told the B.A.R. 
that former CURAS clients 
still have access to services, 
even as the organization at¬ 
tempts to repair the damages. 

“Funding for Latinos with 
HIV and AIDS will not be cut 
off,” he maintained, “but will 
continue through other orga¬ 


nizations.” 

Brady identified some of 
those organizations as La Es- 
peranza AIDS Clinic; Mano a 
Mano; and the San Francisco 
AIDS Foundation. 

The Rescue Committee 
wants a new board of direc¬ 
tors at CURAS that will in¬ 
clude two of its own mem¬ 
bers as well as more input 
from the Latino community. 
The committee also is asking 
State Attorney General Dan 
Lundgren to make a separate 
investigation into the agency. 

“The CURAS board of di¬ 
rectors and staff insist on cov¬ 
ering up and continue operat¬ 
ing in terms of ‘business as 
usual’ when in actuality the 
organization is suffering from 
several discrepancies as a 
non-profit service agency 
which go beyond the parame¬ 
ters of this commission,” de la 
Garza told the health com¬ 
missioners last week. 

Cantu said that a manage¬ 
ment team made up of board 
and staff members is running 
CURAS while a search is con¬ 
ducted for a new executive di¬ 
rector. That search probably 
will be completed by the end 
of the year, she said. 

“This time around we’re 
going to be very critically 
looking at that position,” Can¬ 
tu said. 

“We’re beginning the tran¬ 
sition in terms of negotiating 
with the AIDS Office and oth¬ 
er community-based organiza¬ 
tions so that client care will 
be transferred with minimal 
disruption,” Cantu said. 
“Many of the issues that were 
in the report have been ad¬ 
dressed and will continue to 
be addressed and we will con¬ 
tinue with our education ef¬ 
forts and solidify our base.” 

Cantu told the B.A.R. she 
had no comment on the Res¬ 
cue Committee’s criticisms 
and suggestions. ▼

Many New Clinical 
Trials Set To Begin

ViRX, Inc, a private clini¬ 
cal research center founded in 
1988 to conduct HIV and oth¬ 
er infectious diseases treat¬ 
ment research, is recruiting 
participants for several new 
HIV drug studies. 

According to Karen All- 
man, the clinic’s administra¬ 
tor, studies will include a 
comparison of the efficacy of 
ddl and Lentinan, an extract 
from an edible mushroom al¬ 
ready used as an anti-tumor 
agency in Japan. 

That study will involve a 
weekly intravenous infusion 
of the extract of the shiitake 
mushroom, and oral ddl If 
participants are on ddl, they 
must not have taken the drug 
for longer than three months 
and must have a T-cell count 
between 200 and 500. The 
study, which seeks 50 partici¬ 
pants, is sponsored by a 
Japanese pharmaceutical man¬ 
ufacturing company. 


A different study, involv¬ 
ing participant volunteers 
who have been treated for 
AIDS-related cryptococcal 
meningitis within the last 
four months, will last one 
year. 

Cryptococcal meningitis is 
a life-threatening disease, 
which even after being suc¬ 
cessfully treated, tends to re¬ 
cur in more than half of pa¬ 
tients if maintenance therapy 
is not given. 

The study will compare 
the drug itraconazole to flu¬ 
conazole, now a standard 
maintenance therapy. Physi¬ 
cian referral is required for 
the study, which seeks ten 
participants. 

Other studies currently be¬ 
ing conducted at ViRX in¬ 
clude a one-week trial of five 
clinic visits open to HIV-pos¬ 
itive individuals for a compar¬ 
ative trial of Acyclovir, a her¬ 
pes medication, and 256U87, a 
“pro-drug” of Acyclovir de¬ 
signed for better effective¬ 


ness. 

Double-blind randomized 
studies comparing Halcion 
and Restoril for HIV-positive 
participants with current 
sleep complaints are also 
open. 

There is usually no charge 
for participation in the studies 
and some may include 
stipends. Regular laboratory 
and medical monitoring is 
provided, as well as the ex¬ 
perimental medication. All 
trials conducted at the clinic 
have been approved by the 
Food and Drug Administra¬ 
tion. An independent Human 
Subject Committee oversees 
the conduct of the studies and 
insures that the rights of 
study participants are protect¬ 
ed. 

Women and minorities are 
especially encouraged to par¬ 
ticipate.

Oral Interferon To Be Tested

WASHINGTON - The Na¬ 
tional Institutes of Health 
agreed Monday to study an 
experimental AIDS drug that 
had become embroiled in 
racial controversy. 

At the conclusion of a day¬ 
long meeting sponsored by a 
group of African-American 
doctors, a representative from 
the National Institute of Aller¬ 
gy and Infectious Diseases an¬ 
nounced plans to study the 
drug alpha interferon. 

“We’re anxious to move 
ahead,” Dr. Jack Killen, 
deputy director of the NI- 
AID’s division of AIDS, said 
at a news conference. “We 
will do a clinical trial if a clin¬ 
ical trial can be designed.” 

Alpha interferon is a pro¬ 
tein produced naturally in 
low levels by immune cells. 
In April 1990, Dr. Davy 
Koech of Kenya’s Medical Re¬ 
search Institute in Nairobi 
claimed that low doses of the 
substance administered orally 
completely cleared symptoms 
in AIDS patients. 

The claims, however were 
greeted skeptically by main¬ 


stream researchers. In April, 
the NIAID, which coordinates 
AIDS research in the United 
States, concluded the drug - 
known as Kemron - could not 
be recommended based on 
available evidence. 

That decision prompted 
charges that the drug was be¬ 
ing dismissed because it was 
developed as an AIDS treat¬ 
ment in Africa and used most 
widely by black physicians. 

In response, NIAID asked 
the National Medical Associa¬ 
tion, an organization of black 
physicians, to organize a 
meeting to review evidence 
about the drug. 

At Monday’s meeting, rep¬ 
resentatives from the Food 
and Drug Administration and 
NIAID met with those from 
the National Medical Associa¬ 
tion and individual doctors 
who have given the drug to 
patients. 

The group recommended 
that NIAID conduct a study 
to evaluate whether the drug 
alleviated symptoms in pa¬ 
tients who were infected with 
the AIDS-causing human im¬ 
munodeficiency virus (HIV), a 
recommendation Killen en¬ 


dorsed. 

Killen said officials had 
been persuaded to conduct a 
new study by concerns in the 
black community and by re¬ 
ports that the drug appeared 
to improve patients’ symp¬ 
toms. Previous research has 
been limited to trying to de¬ 
termine whether the drug 
cleared evidence of the AIDS 
virus, he said. 

“The trials to date for the 
most part were not designed 
to address improvements of 
symptoms,” he said. 

Details of the study, which 
will cost “several million dol¬ 
lars,” will be worked out by a 
special panel including repre¬ 
sentatives from the govern¬ 
ment and the National Medi¬ 
cal Association, he said. 

Dr. Abdul Alim Muham¬ 
mad of Washington, who has 
treated patients with the 
drug, said he was pleased by 
the decision. 

“We found a healthy scien¬ 
tific skepticism but an open- 
mindedness,” he said, refer¬ 
ring to Monday’s meeting. 
“It’s a new day and we’re 
looking forward to a partner¬ 
ship.” ▼

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It's Raining Men 
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by Michael Botkin 

An attentive and thorough 
Obituary Cruiser from Port¬ 
land sent me a computer 
print-out of a search he’d run 
on the most notable closeted 
AIDS obituary of the month: 
Paul Jabara — composer of 
“It’s Raining Men,” “Last 
Dance,” “Enough is Enough,” 
and other Disco hits. Clip¬ 
pings from a dozen national 
and regional papers offered a 
comprehensive listing of 
hackneyed euphemisms for 
HIV in discussing Jabara’s 
demise. 

The Chicago Tribune said 
only that “he died in his Los 
Angeles home.” The New 
York Timesprinted: “He died 
after a long illness, a 
spokesman for Kaleidoscope 
said,” This employs the popu¬ 
lar waffling method of dele¬ 
gating the responsibility for 
the denial to some other par¬ 
ty, thus keeping their own ed¬ 
itorial hands at least techni¬ 
cally clean. The Daily Tele¬ 
graph ends its obit with an¬ 
other popular fudge line: 
“The cause of death was re¬ 
ported to be lymphoma.” 

The Washington Post 
claimed that “the cause of 
death was not reported,” 
which clashes with the nu¬ 
merous — albeit inaccurate 
— reports in virtually every 
other major paper. The LA 
Times, closest to the scene, 
squirms on the hook the 
most. “His sister said he was 
44 when he died Tuesday af¬ 


ter what she called a long ill¬ 
ness.” This classic cliche en¬ 
forces the mainstream me¬ 
dia’s unwritten obituary poli¬ 
cy: Whatever the biological 
family says, goes. As if his 
songs weren’t conclusive 
proof of his queemess and, by 
extension, of his HIV status, 
the rest of his career clinches 
the case. He created the role 
of a Queer King Herod in the 
original stage version of Jesus 
Christ Superstar, appeared in 
the Broadway version of The 
Rocky Horror Picture Show, 
and starred in the movie Mid¬ 
night Cowboy If this guy was 
straight, then I’m Nancy Rea¬ 
gan. 

There is, however, a final 
bizarre twist to the story. Dis¬ 
co Diva Donna Summer, as 
part of a libel lawsuit related 
to her alleged remark that 
AIDS was god’s punishment 
to homosexuals, aggressively 
attempted to subpoena Jabara 
on his death bed. According 
to Newsday — which, by the 
way, referred to Jabara only 
as being “desperately ill” — 
his friends claim that Sum¬ 
mer’s “unending, harassing 
phone calls and messages ... 
were quite the most extraor¬ 
dinary behavior anybody has 
ever seen!” 

Summer, by the way, de¬ 
nies making the “punish¬ 
ment” remark but even so 
recorded the song “We’re 
Gonna Make It” (written by 
Jabara) as an “apology” to the 
gay community — which, 
alas, she somehow has never 


found room for on any of her 
albums. 

Progressive press folds 

At the same time that the 
mainstream press has been 
lauding the “gay slicks” for 
their cross-over appeal to non¬ 
gay, big-ticket advertisers, this 
country’s two leading progres¬ 
sive Queer publications have 
folded. Gay Community 
News, the Boston-based radi¬ 
cal weekly, has closed after 17 
years of excellent journalism, 
marginal advertising revenue, 
and endemic financial crisis. 
The locally produced progres¬ 
sive quarterly Out/Look will 
also soon cease publication 
due to mounting red ink. 

GCN had been faltering 
for years, and I had gotten 
used to getting quarterly mail¬ 
ings warning that without im¬ 
mediate financial support it 
would go Under. Then, sud¬ 


denly, no more mailings; no 
more GCN. It may be that the 
death of office manager Mike 
Reigle from AIDS was the 
last straw. Or it could be that 
polarization in the gay com¬ 
munity shaved their turf from 
both sides, with the guppies 
going for the revived slicks 
while the queers increasingly 
looked to zines. 

Both GCN and Outlook 
had well-publicized internal 
struggles over the role of sex- 
ads, ordinarily the unques¬ 
tioned mainstay of gay publi¬ 
cation. Both ended up print¬ 
ing them, but neither encour¬ 
aged them. Ironically, the 
mainstream often suggests 
that the Advocate’s recent 
growth is due to its down¬ 
playing (by banishing them to 
a separate, easily removable 
insert) sex ads. I doubt this. 
It’s surge came before the for¬ 
mat change, and probably re¬ 
sulted from the magazine’s 
slight tilt towards the center 
after years of skirting along 
the gay movement’s reac¬ 
tionary fringe. 

The Advocate’s sassy East 
Coast competitor, New York 
City’s QW, is also rumored to 
be struggling. A local writer 
who called them was encour¬ 
aged to send in a piece, but 
cautioned that he should 
move fast to be sure of pub¬ 
lishing it before they fold. My 
guess is that they’ll stay in 
business long enough to run 
his article, but not long 
enough to actually pay him 
for it. If QWsoon follows its 
critically acclaimed but short¬ 
lived predecessor OutWeek 
into oblivion this, together 
with the demise of the gay 
progressive papers, will tend 
to confirm that the queer 
press as a whole is shifting to¬ 
wards the right. 

Perot-noid lesbophobia 

It’s been more than two 
weeks since queer issues fea¬ 
tured prominently in the 
looming presidential cam¬ 
paign. Count on our old bud¬ 
dy, H. Ross Perot, to launch 
us back in the limelight — or 
at least the slimelight. 

Perot threw away his re¬ 
cent surge in polls by floating 
an incredible and largely in¬ 
comprehensible story that the 
Bush campaign was plotting 


to disrupt his daughter’s wed¬ 
ding in August (he doesn’t ex¬ 
plain why this would help 
them or hurt him). In addi¬ 
tion, he says, Bushites 
planned to smear her by pub-

lishing computer-altered pho¬ 
tos in the trash media sug¬ 
gesting she’s a lesbian. (Per¬ 
haps posed with Madonna?) 

Bush’s spin doctors have 
been quick to point out the 
obvious fact that Perot suffers 
from some sort of bizarre 
paranoid delusions, but ironi¬ 
cally the groundless charge is 
tending to stick. Given the ho¬ 
mophobic-sexist rampage at 
the Republican National Con¬ 
vention, and the well-known 
(or at least well-believed) 
Bush tendency towards “dirty 
tricks,” many citizens find 
Perot’s claim entirely plausi¬ 
ble. 

Some, however, have be¬ 
gun to wonder if Perot isn’t 
protesting a tad too much. As 
it says in the Bible (or some¬ 
where): “the guilty flee when 
no man pursueth.” Maybe his 
daughter is a lesbian. Maybe 
he forced her to get married 
exactly in order to squelch 
the embarrassing truth. After 
all, didn’t young, hot Ronnie 
Reagan Junior — then a bal¬ 
let dancer — have a big, 
splashy wedding right in the 
middle of his turkey-necked 
dad’s first campaign for the 
White House in 1980? 
Hmmm? To some this consti¬ 
tutes intrusive homophobia; 
to others, just “spin control.” 

Perot’s the guy who hired 
a private goon squad to break 
up one of his other daughter’s 
planned marriage to her col¬ 
lege professor. When asked 
why, he’s reputed to have 
replied: “I wasn’t gonna let 
my daughter marry a Jew.” 
My guess is that one of his 
daughters marrying a nice 
goyisha shicksa would upset 
him just as much. 

Seeing this big-eared bil¬ 
lionaire spewing grandiose 
paranoid delusions doesn’t re¬ 
ally surprise or alarm me that 
much. But watching the 
cheering crowds who listen to 
this crap and bellow their 
support sends shivers down 
my spine. ▼

They were up to 
the task and the place went 
crazy when Clinton arrived. In 
a short speech that was more 
like a pep rally, Clinton came 
out immediately against Mea¬ 
sure 9. He said to the crowd of 
10,000, “This country has been 
divided for too long in too 
many ways. Many people look 
to the West and see tomorrow. 
I ask you to send a message to 
America by resoundingly de¬ 
feating Measure 9.” Amazing¬ 
ly, the students stamped their 
feet as if at a basketball game 
and gave Clinton his largest 
applause for denouncing Mea¬ 
sure 9. It was a great moment 
to hear such enthusiasm for 
gay rights from a crowd of 
mostly high school and college 
kids. Just to show that Jesse 
Jackson isn’t the only Demo¬ 
crat with soul, Clinton ended 
the rally blowing a saxophone 
with the band. 

On the uglier side, the OCA 
has managed to recruit a num¬ 
ber of out-of-state bigots and 
homophobes to pitch for Mea¬ 
sure 9. Unable to find a Jewish 
leader from Oregon who 
would support their campaign, 
they imported a littleknown 
rabbi from New York, thus in¬ 
furiating the Jewish communi¬ 
ty here. They also brought out 
the usual bunch of “reformed” 
gays who have found the Lord 
and repented of their evil 
ways.

Calling his fellow 
clerics “half-baked Christians” 
who have sold out the Gospel 
to secular humanism, Sheldon 
warned that America is head¬ 
ing into a “post-Christian era,” 
in which the Adam and Eve 
narrative would be replaced 
by “Adam and Steve.”

Last night, the McKenzie 
Theatre in Springfield hosted 
the Portland Gay Male and 
Lesbian Chorus for a No on 9 
benefit. After the performance, 
the theatre was heavily van¬ 
dalized with anti-gay and anti- 
Semitic graffiti. The owner, 
who donates the theatre to gay 
and lesbian groups in response 
to Measure 20-08, has vowed 
to leave the graffiti on the 
building until after the elec¬ 
tion. Interfaith candlelight 
marchers were recently heck¬ 
led by youths in automobiles. 
Many of the plentiful No on 9 
signs have been burned, van¬ 
dalized or stolen, apparently 
by squads of right-wing thugs. 
Gays and lesbians in rural ar¬ 
eas report increased harass¬ 
ment and vandalism. One 
woman recently fled and 
sought shelter after threats 
were spray painted on her 
house in large letters. Our 
hopes remain high, but so is 
our anxiety level, particularly 
as George Bush seems to be 
climbing in the polls. The mas¬ 
sive opposition to Measure 9 
has been encouraging, but we 
learned in the ’80s not to un¬ 
derestimate the gullibility of 
the American public. 

So much for the gossip 
from Oregon. We’re so busy 
we hardly have time to cruise. 
Hopefully, though, we’ll have 


many reasons to party on 
November 3. In the meantime, 
please send all the money you 
can spare to No on 9, P.O. Box 
3343, Portland, OR 97208. The 
costs of the final media cam¬ 
paign are huge and, as we all 
know, money wins elections in 
America. If we don’t stop this 
hate legislation now, we’ll 
spend the next decade regret¬ 
ting it.

sexual activity” 

The federal court handed 
down its ruling in Toronto on 
the first day of Douglas’s trial 
after Crown prosecutors ad¬ 
vised the Defense Depart¬ 
ment that they would not call 
evidence or witnesses to con¬ 
test her lawsuit. 

“It’s been a long battle,” 
Douglas said Tuesday. “To¬ 
day is a great day.” 

Her lawyer, Clayton Ruby, 
said the court ruling forces 
the military into step with the 
rest of Canadian society, 
where discrimination on the 
basis of sexual orientation has 
long been outlawed. 

A spokesman for the De¬ 
fense Department said an out- 
of-court settlement of the 
woman’s $459,000 lawsuit was 
also reached Tuesday. He de¬ 
clined to reveal terms. 

Capt. Marc Rouleau said 
the case is the first of five 
similar complaints scheduled- 
to be heard by the federal 
court in coming weeks. He 
suggested the Canadian mili¬ 
tary’s policy about-face re¬ 
garding homosexuals will 


have a significant bearing on 
the conduct of future trials. 

The Ontario Court of Ap¬ 
peal and the Canadian Hu¬ 
man Rights Commission have 
already ruled that the mili¬ 
tary’s policy violates the Char¬ 
ter. 

Last October, the chief of 
defense staff dropped plans to 
end the no-gays policy be¬ 
cause of a last-minute revolt 
by some backbench members 
of the federal Progressive 
Conservative government. ▼

Coalition. 

“The OCA,” Wilken stated, 
“like all other tax-exempt en¬ 
tities, should be held account¬ 
able to their supporters and 
to the public. They have a re¬ 
sponsibility to the taxpayers 
not to become enriched at the 
taxpayers’ expense.” 

Wilken said that on the 
OCA’s “own IRS filings there 
were false statements, so I 
would say the IRS does not 
know the scope of what is go¬ 
ing on.” 

In the report’s words, “for 


1989 and 1990, the OCA Edu¬ 
cational Foundation’s IRS 
Form 990 did not disclose 
loans, reimbursement ar¬ 
rangements and the sharing 
of facilities, equipment, mail¬ 
ing lists and employees with 
the OCA PAC.” The report 
added that “where asked if 
there were such transactions 
as required on Form 990, 
Schedule A, Part VII, the or¬ 
ganization [OCA] responded 
with ‘no.’ ” 

In another example from 
the report, the Mabon family 
and J.O.B. Funding — an en¬ 
tity registered under the 
names of Lon Mabon’s par¬ 
ents — received an estimated 
$51,325 during a nine-month 
period. Travel payments to 
OCA employees, according to 
the report, “were made al¬ 
most exclusively in even dol¬ 
lar amounts, with no evidence 
that the travel expenditures 
were accounted for.” 

The report also indicated 
that vendors connected with 
the organization got paid, but 
several vendors with no con¬ 
nections remained unpaid 
“for significant lengths of 
time, sometimes as long as 
four years.” Two state agen¬ 
cies had not been paid as of 
September 24, 1992. ▼

T he 1980 movie Can't 
Stop the Music is like 
a cinematic primer on 
the 70s gay/trash/pop 
subculture. It’s all there: 
rollerboogie, drugs, Judy Gar¬ 
land references, Valerie Per- 
rine blow-drying her shag car¬ 
pet, and, of course, the Vil¬ 
lage People. 

Like almost everything 
else about the 70s, the Vil¬ 
lage People were a joke. 
(“Gay goofs to those who got 
the joke, disco novelties to 
those who didn’t,” was one 
critic’s description.) But the 
group can’t be dismissed com¬ 
pletely. The Village People, 
after all, boldly celebrated 
butch sexuality — in leather- 
man, cop, GI, construction 
worker, cowboy and Indian 
drag — for a mainstream audi¬ 
ence. And as for their music, 
many of their innuendo-laden 
singles are still funny, likable 
and catchy as fuck. 

So why did these clown 
princes(ses) of 70s pop get 
such a bad rap? One reason is 
that the group was about as 
prefab as the Monkees. 
French producer Jacques 
Morali quickly assembled the 
act in 1977 after Village Peo¬ 
ple, his album of gay-themed 
songs performed by anony¬ 
mous studio singers, became 
a surprise hit. (The beefy 
V.P. stand-ins on the cover of 
that record, by the way, are 
Colt models.) 

Macho Man, the first al¬ 
bum performed by the real 
Village People — Glenn Hugh¬ 
es, Victor Willis, David Hodo, 
Felipe Rose, Randy Jones and 
Alex Briley — produced the 
hit title track in 1978. Two 
more pop monsters followed, 
“YMCA” and “In the Navy,” 
spawned, respectively, from 
the albums Cruisin’ and Go 
West. 

But by 1980 the “disco 
sucks” backlash had hit, and 
Village People albums were 
consigned to the $2.99 dis¬ 
count bin. The group was 
dumped by its producer and 
record company, but still

managed to gig semi-regular- 
ly during the past decade. 
They’ve become a more in-de¬ 
mand club act in the last cou¬ 
ple of years thanks to 70s 
nostalgia, which has turned 
twentysomethings on to the 
group’s hoary disco grooves. 

In a telephone interview to 
plug their Halloween show at 
the 1-Beam/Quake (where they 
last performed in 1978 on a 


promotional tour), the group’s 
resident leatherman Glenn 
Hughes talked to the Bay 
Area Reporter about the 
birth of the Village People, 
the death of disco, and his 
act’s influence on male strip¬ 
pers.

John Blanco: There are a 
couple of rumors as to how 


the Village People were 
formed. One is that your 
producer scouted gay bars 
for talent. Another is that 
he stopped good-looking 
men he saw on the streets 
of New York and asked 
them to audition. Are either 
of these stories true in your 
case? 

Glenn Hughes: Actually I 


responded to an ad. I was a 
bridge and tunnel officer in 
New York for seven years. A 
friend of mine who was into 
show business had seen the 
ad, but he didn’t fit the phys¬ 
ical type. He told me about it, 
and I went kind of on a dare. 
It was a life experience kind 
of thing. I went in, audi¬ 
tioned, and they told me I had

Au Revoir, Mon Ami

T oday the flagship of 
the French gay press, 
the weekly Gai Pied, 
releases its final issue. 
The magazine, the first publi¬ 
cation to establish a link be¬ 
tween French gay men and 
bring together a scattered 
community, has been strug¬ 
gling with declining sales. 

Last March, the gay week¬ 
ly changed its formula, under 
the direction of a new young 
editor, Eric Lamien, in an at¬ 
tempt to rejuvenate its look 
and broaden its audience. Af¬ 
ter enjoying initial success, 
Pied’s mostly Parisian audi¬ 
ence turned its back on the 
new look. When sales 



dropped by 30 percent, pub¬ 
lisher G. Vappereau, who co¬ 
founded the magazine 14 years 
ago, decided to end the 
publication. 

The End 

Gai Pied journalists 
learned about their publish¬ 
er’s decision when they came 
back from summer holidays 
at the beginning of Septem¬ 
ber. The following week, 
white words on a black front 
page formed the headline 
“La fin?” which announced 
the publication’s imminent 
demise. In subsequent issues, 
Pied’s writers indicated they 
would not allow the ship to 
sink without action. Unfortu¬ 
nately, last-minute confronta¬ 
tions failed to solve a prob¬ 
lem which had been growing 
for many months. 

Ironically, although every¬ 
one complains about Gay 
Pied’s disappearance, no one 
in the French gay community 
came up with the funds to 
save the magazine. Recently, 
the publisher finally conceded 
to use profits from the maga¬ 
zine’s popular online cruising 
services (through French 
Minitel) to balance the maga¬ 
zine’s losses. “I have resisted 
this idea for years,” Vap¬ 
pereau said, “considering that 
this money would be better 
used to develop the compa¬ 
ny.” Proceeds from this ser¬ 
vice were previously fun¬ 
nelled to the parent company, 
Editions du Triangle Rose 
(ETR — Editions of the Pink 
Triangle). 

Pied’s editor, Lamien, dis¬ 
agreed with the decision to 


cease publication. “I think it 
was important that a militant 
magazine should survive, in 
addition to a monthly publica¬ 
tion, to form a more active 
national lobby for gay rights.” 
Originally, a monthly maga¬ 
zine was scheduled to follow 
the release of Gai Pied’s re¬ 
vised weekly format, but 
when the editor of monthly 
resigned in early ’92, no one 
in the parent organization 
was willing to replace him. 
The Downslide 

In March of ’92, Gai Pied 
abandoned its ten-year-old 
magazine-like format (compa¬ 
rable to The Advocate’s) for 
a newspaper look similar to 
the Bay Area Reporter’s. 
One of the goals of this trans¬ 
formation was to reach new 
advertisers. The attempt 
failed. 

“We haven’t really been 
supported by gay organiza¬ 
tions,” Lamien explained. 
‘‘[Gai Pied’s disappearance] 
will force them to be more ac¬ 
tive, I guess.” He remarked 
that traditionally, the French 
press isn’t as politically ag¬ 
gressive as the American 
press. “The French gay press 
was born out of activism, but 
that’s an old story now. The 
militants have become bour¬ 
geois. There are no activists 
on Gai Pied’s staff.” 

The story of Gai Pied par¬ 
allels that of French gay liber¬ 
ation. The magazine’s 
founders came from the ranks 
of ’60s activists — Maoists, 
Trotsky ites — starting militant 
enterprises in the end of the 
70s. The first montly Gai 
Pied appeared in April 1979. 
When the French Socialist 
Party came to power in ’81, 
gay people encountered more 
tolerance from the govern¬ 
ment and from French soci¬ 
ety. The original activists’ 
claims gained momentum; the 
central police deleted its files 
on gay people and the age of 
sexual consent was lowered 
to 15 by the National Assem¬ 
bly, for both straight and gay 
people. More gay people 
came out of the closet and 
Gai Pied became a weekly. 

In ’84, the magazine began 
the first online computer ser¬ 
vice for gay people, using the 
widely available technology 
of Minitel, a computer termi¬ 
nal offered to telephone cus¬ 
tomers throughout France as 
an alternative to telephone 
books. Thus began the golden 
age of the French gay com¬ 
munity. Then, in ’85, the 
French discovered AIDS and 
the bubble exploded. The 
emerging community slowly 
retreated and Gai Pied sales 
began to drop. 

French Provincials 

“In France, there’s a large 
percentage of homosexuals 
who don’t identify themselves 
as gay,” said Lamien. “In a re¬ 
cent study of French sexuali¬ 
ty, while five to six percent of 
the men acknowledged hav¬ 
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WASHINGTON D.C 
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is very split, from people who 
are living openly homosexual 
lives very comfortably to oth¬ 
ers who are still living like 
1979. The common factor 
which would generate a 
strong market for gay publi¬ 
cations is very difficult to 
find. That is what I want to 


do during the next months.” 

ETR, Gai Pied’s publish¬ 
ing company, remains. A 
monthly newsletter bearing 
Gai Pied’s name will be re¬ 
leased to allow ETR to keep 
the rights to its Minitel ser¬ 
vice. Vappereau hopes the 
money collected from this ac¬ 
tivity will help in the creation 
of a new publication (proba¬ 
bly a monthly magazine) by 
the end of next year. 

However, the income gen- 
‘ by ETR’s 
Minitel 
service 
now fac¬ 
es a new 
threat. 
To assure 
its politi¬ 
cal future 
in the ’93 
general elec- 
tions, the 
Socialist gov¬ 
ernment is 
trying to ap¬ 
pease the grow¬ 
ing conserva¬ 
tism of French 
society. Conse¬ 
quently, it has al¬ 
ready outlawed 
the most sexual¬ 
ly explicit Mini¬ 
tel networks. It 
is Gai Pied’s old 
connections with 
leftist officials that 
keeps its Minitel lines open, 
but maybe not for long. 

Vappereau does not plan to 
remain as publisher for the 
publication that might arise 
from Gai Pied’s ashes. “I will 
leave later, but after my team. 
The end is inevitable. I don’t 
see myself as the director of a 
gay publication anymore.” V

Queer TV on 'In the Life' 

Promising Premiere

W atch out straight 
America. We’re 
here, we’re queer, 
and we’re on TV. 
In the Life is a half-hour mu¬ 
sical variety show that insists 
on our queer existence, and 
delights in the many and var¬ 
ied forms our gayness inspir¬ 
its. With enough support 
from all of us, it could be¬ 
come a regular monthly 
event, one worth planning 
your social life around. 

If we peer through the 
closet keyhole carefully 
enough, decipher the signs, 
and are generally in the 
know, we can find ourselves 
on television. We all have our 
lists of closet cases that every¬ 
one knows about, the longer 
lists of maybes, and, of 
course, the longest list of all — 
fantasy queers. But with rare 
exceptions, we just don’t turn 


up on the tube very often. 
When we do, we’re often the 
problem of the week (more 
like the disease of the 
decade), or earnestly unsexu- 
al, or plainly aberrant. Any 
portrayal that is remotely gay 
positive (or “promotes homo¬ 
sexual behavior” as the fascist 
Christian right would de¬ 
scribe it) is trashed, its spon¬ 
sors threatened with boycotts. 

In the Life will not make 
Pat Buchanan happy. It will 
probably make Jesse Helms 
gag. I very much doubt that 
Phyllis Schlafly will watch it 
with son John. But I hope 
you’ll watch the premiere of 
In the Life, both to support 
gay and lesbian program¬ 
ming, and to be entertained. 

The show, in the words of 
host Kate Clinton, “is high 
concept and low budget.” 
Very low budget and very 
low tech. A few clips of Be- 
witched’s Dick Sargent (Dar¬

rin II and out of the closet 
with a vengeance); a few jokes 
from Clinton (her, not him); 
and a lovely piece on Vito 
Russo, the film historian and 
activist who died of complica¬ 
tions from AIDS in 1990, with 
a funny, touching, and re¬ 
markably personal remem¬ 
brance from Lily Tomlin 
make up the half hour, with 
The Fabulous Flirtations, 
“the world’s first and only po¬ 
litically active, multicultural, 
all-gay, a cappella vocal quin¬ 
tet,” providing fine and funny 
musical interludes.

Of course, since In the Life 
is gay TV, only a few PBS 
stations have confirmed air 
dates for the premiere. Given 
the patently homophobic fam¬ 
ily values theme of the Re¬ 
publican right (is that redun¬ 
dant?) and the general crank¬ 
iness of Jesse Helms et al. 



about tax dollars being spent 
to support and produce homo¬ 
sexual pornography, I sup- v 
pose it’s not surprising that so' 
many outlets are refusing to 
air the show — not surprising, 
but infuriating, nevertheless. 
It’s time to gear up the phone 
tree, call your friends in 
Washington, D.C.; West Palm 
Beach, Fla.; Albany, NY; 
Boston; Los Angeles; and 


New York City, and tell them 
to watch for In the Life. 
Then contact your friends in 
all the other cities in this land 
of the free and tell them to 
start agitating for an air date. 

In the Life is not perfect 
television (I think we’ve hit 
oxymoron), but it’s very good. 
I’d like to see a firmer direc¬ 
torial hand in future episodes 
— low budget doesn’t have to 
mean amateurish — but the 
premiere episode is lots bet¬ 
ter and lots more fun than 
most of what we see on main¬ 
stream, and even not-so-main- 
stream, TV. Start planning 
your In the Life parties now 
and beat the Nov. 4 rush. 
There’s no better way to cel¬ 
ebrate the resounding defeat 
of Bush-Quayle than by 
watching a little queer TV.

Rhodessa

I f you didn’t see 
Rhodessa Jones’ extraor¬ 
dinary one-actor, multi¬ 
character performance, 
Big Butt Girls, Hardheaded 
Women, at SF Camerawork 
last Saturday, it’s too late for 
blame. But, please, do your¬ 
self a great favor and plan to 
see her the next time she’s in 
town. Big Butt Girls is part 
ritual, part theatre, part story¬ 
telling — woven into a seam¬ 
less whole by Jones’ won¬ 
drous presence. 

Rhodessa Jones has been 
teaching — aerobics, acting, 
storytelling— in women’s pris¬ 
ons for the last five years. 
The play grew out of the sto¬ 
ries told to Jones by women 
who had never before been 
asked: “How did you get 
here? What is your life aboul? 
Who are you?” This is power¬ 
ful theatre — real life made 
theatrical and compelling 
through the use of movement, 
song, language, pure sound. 
Entering in a golden robe, 
carrying a candle, singing 
mournfully, Jones creates the 
solemnity of ritual and be¬ 
stows dignity to the tragic sto¬ 
ries she has gathered us to 
hear.

Behind the Masks

allows us to see the authentic 
faces behind the masks that 
we place on these women — 
the masks that assert their 
status as other, as foreign, as 
not us, and, therefore, not hu¬ 
man.

system that devalues women, 
especially women of color. 
Jones declares that 85 percent 
of the women in prison in the 
U.S. are women of color and 
that 50 percent are African- 
American women. Do we re¬ 
ally believe that 85 percent of 
the crimes committed by 
women are by women of col¬ 
or? Or is it not painfully clear

Brainwash 

This video melange by Ju¬ 
lian Schlossberg and Sey¬ 
mour Wishman repeats the 
subtle, brainwashing plot of 
the original TV camera set¬ 
ups by positing Thomas’ 
wife in the left background— 
a made-to-order cue sheet for 
audience reaction. The 
dimwitted Democrats failed 
to realize that by her nodding in 
agreement with her husband 
or shaking her head in disbe¬ 
lief at the “false” accusations, 
she was visually corroborat¬ 
ing in almost subliminal fash¬ 
ion what Bush’s hit men were 
presenting to the American 
public as gospel.

Was a Teenage Frankenstein. 

In pre-Motown Detroit, my 
Saturday and Sunday mati¬ 
nee haunts were the Alger, 
Civic, or Harper theatres. But 
I became good friends with 
horror films of the ’30s and 
’40s courtesy of a local Satur¬ 
day night fright show called 
Shock Theatre. Hosted live 
by a local ghoul, Shock ran 
all the Lon Chaney, Boris 
Karloff, and Bela Lugosi 
flicks that kept me shivering 
under the covers at night and 
searching my mother’s spice 
cabinet for telltale traces of 
tanna leaves. All of the writ¬ 
ers in Graven Images agree 
that the joy of these films is 
discovered and nurtured in 
childhood. 

The book boasts an intro¬ 
duction by Stephen King and 
an afterward by Forrest J. 
Ackerman. Between these 
bookends, you find 600 illus¬ 
trations accompanied by es¬ 
says from Robert Bloch (the 
teens and ’20s); Ray Bradbury 
(the ’30s); Harlan Ellison (the 
’40s); Peter Straub (the ’50s); 
and Clive Barker (the ’60s). 

The visuals come from the 
collection of Ronald Borst, 
cinemaphile of the first de¬ 
gree and owner/operator of 
Movie Posters, a Hollywood 
movie memorabilia shop. 
Borst’s notes on the posters 
keep his book on track when 
the essayists take literary li¬ 
cense and stray, however elo¬ 
quently, from the subject at 
hand. 



Glen or Glenda 

Working together, they 
take the subject beyond the 
simple evocative potential of 
the visuals. Harlan Ellison 
writes, “Life is a broken mir¬ 
ror, but movies are the per¬ 
fect record of the life we 
never lived but should have. 
They are the nanny of our se¬ 
cret existence.” 

Collector Borst offers one 
of the more interesting obser¬ 
vations in his discussion of 
the movie poster from Glen 
or Glenda. According to 
Borst, Edward Wood Jr., the 
film’s producer, director, and 
screenwriter, was attempting 
to address “the serious per-

sonal issue of his own 
transvestism, but his inability 
to articulate his views 
brought laughs instead of ac¬ 
colades.” Although this may 
have been a source of misery 
for Wood, his 1953 film has 
since become a camp classic. 

Peter Straub tells of a 
short story he once wrote 
about a boy molested by a 
young man in a theatre, but 
Graven Images does not 
specifically discuss the subject 
of homosexuality. The lesbian 
undertones of Dracula’s 
Daughter or Les Diaboliques 
remain unexplored, but per¬ 
haps this is as it should be. 
The film genre in question 
was designed for the unso¬ 
phisticated and sexually inex¬ 
perienced. 


Ultimately, the book is a 
paean to our collective adoles¬ 
cence and the simple world of 
“trick or treat” which has no 
cognizance of the implied 
double-entendre. We were all 
children once, and Graven 
Images succeeds in the most 
unexpected way; it reminds 
us of that time when, in the 
darkness — with or without 
the assistance of shimmering 
celluloid images — we could 
each create a delicious world 
of terror and vanquish it at 
will with the flick of a light 
switch. ▼

the job within three hours. 

If your producer wanted to 
create a hit group, didn’t he 
consider the songs’ gay in¬ 
nuendoes to be a risk? 

No, because you’ve got to 
realize that in the late 70s the 
only happening discos were 
the gay discos. Almost every 
record company under the 
sun, if they had a new release, 
would go to one of their fa¬ 
vorite DJs and have him play 
a demo to see how the crowd 
responded. If the crowd re¬ 
sponded well, the record was 
released. If the crowd didn’t 
respond well, they went back 
in and remixed the record. 
Our producer felt that if it 
was going to be tested in that 
environment then it should 
be written for that environ¬ 
ment. So that’s what he did, 
and it worked. 

What was it like to become 
mainstream sex symbols in 
the late ’70s? Do you feel 


the group kind of put one 
over on your female fans? 

Not at all. We were sup¬ 
plying fantasy. And fantasy is 
all about supplying people 
with the raw materials and 
letting them take it wherever 
they want to. If you start dic¬ 
tating what the fantasy is go¬ 
ing to be, it isn’t a fantasy 
anymore. 

I’m proud that we became 
sex symbols. In many ways 
we were the forerunners of 
things like Chippendales. We 
were some of the first to ex¬ 
ploit our masculinity. 

Why do you think disco 
died out so quickly? 

It was more of an industry 
thing saying disco is dead. I 
never heard of any discothe¬ 
ques closing. People didn’t 
start boycotting dance clubs. 
And we didn’t stop working. 
Granted, we didn’t get the 
TV offers anymore. We didn’t 
get the airplay. But we still 
got the gigs. We’ve been on 
the road for 15 years. 

Can’t Stop the Music has 
become a cult hit in recent

years. It played at the San 
Francisco International Les¬ 
bian and Gay Film Festival 
just last June. Does this sur¬ 
prise you considering it was 
such a box-office disappoint¬ 
ment when it was first re¬ 
leased? 


[A bit defensively] It’s 
amazing how people claim 
things or perceive things. The 
people who come to our 
shows have all seen the 


movie and most of them have 
the movie. Now we work 
Australia every year, and 
Can’t Stop the Music was the 
highest-grossing movie there 
for seven years. It held the 
record. It was in first-run 
movie theatres there for 21/2 
years. 

Why do you think it didn’t 
do well here? 

Part of the problem with 
that movie was timing. We 
went into production in June- 
July of 79, and disco was de¬ 
clared officially dead in 
February of ’80. So when the 
movie was released in June of 
’80, it didn’t have a prayer. 
Plus the fact that it was so 
overhyped. It was overhyped 
to the point of why go see the 
movie? 

There was a lot of talent in 
that movie, though. The 
biggest crime was that [direc¬ 
tor] Nancy Walker was bril¬ 
liant ... . 

Nancy Walker? 

Oh, brilliant. But [produc¬ 
er] Alan Carr knocked down 
everything she tried to do. It 
was his movie, and yet she 
took all the blame. 


I understand that you had a 
legal dispute with your old 
producer. Did the group 
have to buy the rights to its 
name? 

He won’t sell. So we’re in 
a very awkward situation. We 
pay him to use the name, but 
we don’t have any rights to it. 
That’s one of the reasons we 
haven’t had anything released 
in the States since 1981. 
Record companies will say 
that they want to sign us, and 
we have to say, “Well, you’ve 
got to talk to this guy in 
Paris.” 

Have you had much interest 
from record labels? 

Some. But we’re not 
novices to this business. 
We’re not going to sign with 
a record company that says, 
“We own the rights to every¬ 
thing, and you just do as we 
say.” No thanks. We’ve done 
that. We’ve made some peo¬ 
ple very wealthy. Now it’s 
our turn. ▼

that a white system of justice 
has an impossible time seeing 
white women as guilty or 
black women as innocent? 
Jones is an astonishing ac¬ 



tor. Her characters are fully 
realized, richly textured wom¬ 
en, with voices and bodies 
and stories that draw parallels 
even while we see they are 
clearly, stunningly individual. 

“How many of you,” Jones 
asks, “have been mugged ... 
been raped ... had your credit 
card stolen?” Most people in 
the audience raise a hand for 
at least one of the categories. 
“How many of you know 
someone who knows some¬ 
one who knows someone who 
knows someone who commit¬ 
ted a murder?” Hands go up 
again. “When I go to the pris¬ 
ons, I see women who wear 
the face of my mother, my 
sister, my daughter, my 
granddaughter. This work 
isn’t about them,” Jones in¬ 
sists. “It’s about us.” ▼

Up From the Ashes 


by Elliott Linwood 

S an Francisco Museum 
of Modern Art cura¬ 
tor John Caldwell de¬ 
scribes Jerome Caja’s 
work as “small in dimension 
and elaborately mounted and 
framed in the manner of me¬ 
dieval art, as a collection of 
magical talismans against 
death.” But Caja’s current 
show at Southern Exposure, 
“Remains of the Day,” moves 
past anti-death iconography 
into flippantly loving memori¬ 
als. In this case, the substance 
of death is incorporated into 
Caja’s work in the form of a 
collaborator’s ashes, as the 
Bay Area Reporter learned 
in the following interview. 


Elliott Linwood: How did 
you and your collaborator 
meet? 

Jerome Caja: I met Charles 
working at the cafe when we 
were students at the Art Insti¬ 
tute. I was doing a degree in 
ceramic sculpture, while he 
was getting his in painting. 
We both hung out together 
during the day and worked at 
night, because that’s when 
you’d get things done, while 
it’s quiet. Anyway, we had a 
bet about who would die first 
— the loser had to paint the 
other one with his ashes. 

I’ve put Charles’ ashes into 
bottle caps, cameos, and little 
ornate trays, things that re¬ 
mind me of him, objects he 
would have around his house 
or in his life. Then I painted 
them. 


Charles and I always want¬ 
ed to do a show together but 
it never happened. So this 
was a way to correct that sit¬ 
uation and to show the work 
Charles had been doing be¬ 
fore he died. 

Would you consider your 
work as mostly AIDS con¬ 
textualized? 

It’s one of those things that 
you just can’t lump into one 
category. I’ve been through a 
lot — I’ve been shot, stabbed, 
threatened, etc. — and those 
events all had equal impact 
on the concept of time, mor¬ 
tality, and life, which appears 
in my work. 

Symbology is an important 
component of your work. 
Who are some of the fa¬ 
vorite characters you use? 

Saint Lucia. In medieval 
times, she was locked up dur¬ 
ing one of those persecution 
eras. She was supposedly 
very beautiful and had gor¬ 
geous eyes. Her father wed

her to this king but she didn’t 
want that. She wanted to be a 
nun. So she cut out her own 
eyes and sent them to her 
suitor, keeping her integrity 
for herself.

T his weekend (Oct. 31- 
Nov. 1) marks the 
kickoff of the 17th an¬ 
nual San Francisco 
Open Studios, featuring the 
work of some 600 visual 
artists who will open their 
doors to the public. Artists in 
East San Francisco will be 
displaying their wares this 
weekend, and the two follow¬ 
ing weekends (Nov. 7-8 and 
Nov. 14-15) will focus on those 
working and creating in West 
San Francisco and Hunter’s 
Point, respectively. Studios 
are open from 11 a.m.-5 p.m., 
and there is no admission 
charge. 

Of special interest to les¬ 
bian and gay art devotees will 
be the exhibit by the Gay and 
Lesbian Art Alliance (GLAA) 
at the Potrero Hill Neighbor¬ 
hood House (953 De Haro, 
826-8080) Oct. 31-Nov. 1. This 
exhibit showcases the work 
of 12 lesbian and gay artists: 
photographer Steven Baratz 
(see Calendar this section), 
painter Richard Bolingbroke, 
painter Gwynn Goodner, 
mixed-media artist Terry 
Hanson, mixed-media artist 
Ruben Joy, mixed-media 
artist Keith Kamrath, photog¬ 
rapher Ric Lewis, painter 
Robert Morgan, painter Craig 
Palmedo, drawer Laura Park¬ 
er, drawer Edward L. Rubin, 
and sculptor Thomas Wall. 


Important Role 

Drawer Laura Parker, who

available to a lot of people 
who wouldn’t see it other¬ 
wise.

portant for artists to be out. 
To be visible as lesbian and 
gay. We have a culture, but 
one that’s sometimes difficult 
to get in touch with, so we need 
to support it and emphasize it 
strongly and positively. 

“My work that I’m interest¬ 
ed in having out there, espe¬ 
cially for the lesbian commu¬ 
nity, is the amazons — these 
strong female figures, almost 
confrontive in their power. In 
terms of body language and 
strength, they make no apolo¬ 
gies. It’s important to me that 
this work in particular is seen

Preventing Athletic Injuries 


by Dianne Aaronson 

A n important goal of 
any exercise program 
is the health and 
well-being of the par¬ 
ticipant. Exercise feels good. 
Having to interrupt a work¬ 
out routine, even for a few 
days, can cause one to feel 
miserable. 

It’s not just that you expe¬ 
rience a withdrawal from 
your supply of feel-good en¬ 
dorphins, either. Physical 
movement is an integral part 
of a smooth-running machine 
— a “machine” that includes 
physical as well as mental 
components. We need exer¬ 
cise to experience optimum 
circulation and create an effi¬ 
cient metabolism (which in¬ 
cludes the ability to burn 
calories and fat and smoothly 
dispense with toxic by-prod¬ 
ucts). Using (and feeling) our 
body is also a necessary part 
of being “in our body,” i.e., 
grounded, because it enables 
us to learn where all our 
parts are. 

We needn’t injure our¬ 
selves to discover where 
those parts are, however. 
Nicely sore muscles are quite 
adequate. Injuries only keep 


us from the exercise we need 
and send us back to square 
one. For some athletic veter¬ 
ans, this may not be such a 
tragedy. In some cases it may 
provide some well-needed 
and deserved rest. 

For beginners, however, it 
can sometimes make them 
swear off exercise for good. 
Just as there’s no point in di¬ 
eting if you don’t lose weight, 
there’s no reason to exercise 
if it only causes you to be 
sedentary once again. 

Many Types of Injuries 

There are many physical 
disciplines and almost as 
many types of injuries. The 
“harder” or faster the sport 
(the less one is able to control 
the movement of the body 
while performing the particu¬ 
lar task), the more likely one 
is to sustain an injury. Run¬ 
ning after a ball or away from 
an opponent — as in basket¬ 
ball, softball, rugby or soccer 
— leaves a person less time to 
monitor their body move¬ 
ments than during a weight 
training session or yoga class. 
Dance, a fast-paced aerobics 
class or martial arts can be 
just as dangerous. Because of 
this, it is essential that indi¬ 


viduals master correct body 
mechanics before they step 
onto the floor or mat. 

Slower moving exercise 
has a potential for injury if 
the intensity is high. Body¬ 
builders and power lifters 
should have spotters, as well 
as be conscious of how they 
pick up weights in order to 
get them to or from the rack. 
Even attendees of yoga class¬ 
es must carefully pick their 
teachers and be aware of 
their own limits. Many in¬ 
juries can be sustained by 
pushing a stretch too far. 

The bottom line is, know 
your body. The two major 
categories of injury are those 
caused by incorrect body me¬ 
chanics or lack of warm-up 
and stretching, and ones 
caused by overuse, which oc¬ 
cur over a long period of 
time. Though the latter may 
be more difficult to prevent, 
paying attention to your body 
makes all the difference. 

If you notice a twinge in 
your knee when you bike up 
hills or a slight pain in your 
foot when you run, have it 
checked out. No body is born 
perfect, and a slight correc¬ 
tion to a faulty alignment of 
the body may be necessary

and achievable. I was able to 
determine the cause of my 
frequent stress fractures by at¬ 
tending a runner’s clinic at 
the California College of Po- 
diatric Medicine many years 
back. This and a number of 
excellent sports clinic exist in 
San Francisco. Take advan¬ 
tage of the services available 
to you before physical prob¬ 
lems are exacerbated. 

While preventing injuries 
caused by misuse of the body 
is theoretically easier, it still 
takes a fair amount of aware¬ 
ness and dedication. This is 
one area where you can’t be 
lazy. Make sure you know 
and use proper body align¬ 
ment. Hire a trainer, take a 
class, be informed. 

Never exercise when too 
tired, hungry, or emotional. 
Though the act of being phys¬ 
ical is a great way to let off 
steam, know your limits. If 
you’re feeling too harried, an¬ 
gry or sad to put one foot in 
front of the other, don't! Give 
yourself a cooling-off period. 
It’s the “don’t drink and 
drive” perspective. 

Prepare Yourself 

Prepare yourself for a 
workout with a proper warm¬ 
up and stretching session. A 
five-to-seven minute stint on a 
stationary bike, a quick walk 
— anything that causes a bit of 
sweat to break out — is an ad¬ 
equate warm-up. Slow, sus¬ 
tained stretching of the mus¬ 
cles from five to 15 minutes 
in duration (depending on the 
level of activity and the taut¬ 
ness of muscles) should do. 

Focus on the task in front 
of you. Do not daydream, 
write mental shopping lists, 
or check out the good-looking 
hunk nearby. Save that for 
later. This time is just for you 
and your body. Take advan¬ 
tage of it. The more you con¬ 
centrate on the exercise at 
hand, the better the results 
and the less chance you have 
of getting hurt. It’s kind of 
like life, isn’t it? Remember 
to breathe, exhaling on the 
exertion. Holding your 
breath, particularly during 
weight training, can also re¬ 
sult in injury. 

If you are a beginner, start 
slowly. A beginner is some¬ 
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one who is new to this partic¬ 
ular discipline. Athletic ex¬ 
pertise in one area does not 
necessarily elevate you to ad¬ 
vanced status in all athletic 
endeavors. Each sport re¬ 
quires the use of a different 
group of muscles and/or a dif¬ 
ferent use of the same mus¬ 
cles. Often the use of oppos¬ 
ing muscle fibers is required, 
as well as a different stress on 
the cardiovascular system 
from what your body has be¬ 
come accustomed to. 

Work up to things gradual¬ 
ly. A muscular power lifter, 
or any individual who is car¬ 
rying around a lot of body 
weight (be it muscle or fat), is 
not the best candidate for run¬ 
ning marathons. If it’s cardio¬ 
vascular work you want, per¬ 
haps to rev up the 
metabolism and burn up 
some calories, keep the full 
load of your body weight off 
your joints for a while. An ex¬ 
ercise bike is a safe and effi¬ 
cient start. Eventually this 
can be followed by a tread¬ 
mill at walking speed or a 
Stairmaster kept at a moder¬ 
ate pace. 

The amount of calories 
you might burn by running is 
not worth the stress the extra 
weight will put on your feet 
and knees. In addition, a slow¬ 
er paced aerobics will burn 
off more fat than a faster 
paced run, which will also 
burn off muscle tissue. 

If, after all of the above 
precautions, an injury should 
befall you, remember this 
tried-and-true advice until you 
are able to have it looked at. 
For any inflammation or 
swelling (such as a sprained 
ankle or hurt knee) think R-I- 
C-E. This stands for Rest, Ice, 
Compression, and Elevation. 

As with all things, there 
can be exceptions, and at 
times heat creates a better ef¬ 
fect. See a professional as 
soon as possible if you sustain 
an injury. If you’d like to read

Hooked on Classics 


by Philip Campbell 

San Francisco Symphony 
Jean Sibelius: Symphony 
No. 2/Tapiola/Valse 
Triste 

(London Records) 

Three San Francisco insti¬ 
tutions have released new 
recordings in recent weeks, 
and the results are unani¬ 
mously successful. Gift lists 
for the holidays may begin 
here. 

Whatever shortcomings 
critics find in SF Symphony 
Director Herbert Blomstedt’s 
interpretations, no one will 
deny his business intelligence 
in securing two major record¬ 
ing contracts with 
London/Decca. 

The products of these con¬ 
tracts put the Bay Area in the 
spotlight of international at¬ 
tention, securing the presti¬ 
gious Best Orchestral Record¬ 
ing 1991 nod from Gramo¬ 
phone magazine for two 
Nielsen symphonies. Eleven 
discs are currently available, 
and the contract renewal calls 
for 15 more, to be recorded 
over a four-year period. 

The first of that new series 
is a sumptuous recording of 
the Sibelius Symphony No. 2 
and two shorter pieces — the 
turbulent tone poem Tapiola 
and the brief, wistful Valse 
Triste. 

Predictably, Blomstedt 
achieves the most convincing 
response with the craggier 
pages of the symphony. 
Sibelius was still under the 
thrall of more romantic influ¬ 
ences in his second essay, but 
his fingerprints are every¬ 
where and the swelling 
melodies and rhythmic drive 
are irresistible. The violins 
sound fuller with London’s 
top-flight engineering and 
there is a thrilling balance of 


bass response from the lower 
strings. 

For collectors who found 
the complete cycle of Nielsen 
symphonies superb, this latest 
installment from the glorious 
Sibelius canon (the Fourth 
and Fifth were released last 
year) will prove only slightly 
less accomplished. Newcom¬ 
ers to these towering works 
may rest assured — it rarely 
gets better than this. 


The Women's 
Philharmonic 
The Women's 
Philharmonic 
(Koch International 
Classics) 

The Women’s Philharmon¬ 
ic has dropped the appendage 
“Bay Area” from their name, 
and now, with a second al¬ 
bum in release, their desire to 
enlarge their horizons seems 
not only ambitious but neces¬ 
sary. 

Promoting the work of fe¬ 
male composers is, naturally, 
a primary concern, but any¬ 
one lucky enough to have at¬ 
tended one of the Philhar¬ 
monic’s concerts can attest to 
their equally significant sup¬ 
port of women musicians. 

Their first album, celebrat¬ 
ing treasure retrieved from 
the baroque period, was re¬ 
leased to general praise on 
the Newport label in 1989. 
The new disc is the second in 
a projected series of three, 
funded partially by an award 
from the National Endow¬ 
ment for the Arts Challenge 
III program. We won’t com¬ 
ment on the politics involved, 
when the aim of the grant 
shows such rich potential. 

Conductor/Music Director 
JoAnn Falletta has chosen 


four works by 19th- and early 
20th-century composers for 
the Koch International Clas¬ 
sics disc. Recorded at Sky- 
walker Sound with glittering 
state-of-the-art fidelity, wom¬ 
en who were noted in their 
time receive an advocacy 
they must never have dared 
to hope for. 

None of the scores could 
be called a masterpiece or ter¬ 
ribly original. Their signifi¬ 
cance rests mostly in the fact 
they were written at all. They 
are uniformly competent and 
worthy exercises and, in the 
case of Germaine Tailleferre’s 
lovely Concertino for Harp 
and Orchestra, considerably 
more. Clara Schumann’s (yes, 
that Schumann) “Piano Con¬ 
certo” may suffer a little by 
comparison, but it is an at¬ 
tractive and concise work, 
well played by Angela Cheng. 
Gillian Benet must also be 
noted for her excellent solo 


Henderson doubles on key¬ 
boards for several selections. 

The album rivals their pre¬ 
vious Tails of the City for 
amazing depth and variety, 
but newcomers to their seduc¬ 
tive sonorities may well favor 
the added variety of the syn¬ 
thesized harpsichord. 

Recorded in the Neptune 
Society Columbarium, noted 
for perfect acoustics, each 
bubbling selection delights 
the ear. A few impressionist 
works break any sense of 
monotony, and the only real 
drawback is that the album is 
not available in general re¬ 
lease yet. To get a copy, you’ll 
simply have to stop by the 
quartet’s usual spot near 
Gump’s when you brave 
downtown on a Saturday.

Finally, the best-known 
and loved street musicians in 
town, the San Francisco Sax¬ 
ophone Quartet, have a*new 
disc out reflecting their desire 
to “spice up” their sound.

A Talented Pussy

“Don’t be a wussy, pull on 
over and fuck my pussy.” So 
commands lanky San Francis¬ 
can androgyne Pussy 
Tourette in “Fuck My Pussy,” 
one of eight original composi¬ 
tions on this independent cas¬ 
sette. Pussy’s cabaret shows 
are infamous, and after listen¬ 
ing to this tape and ogling her 
Louise Brooks hairstyle and 
itsy-bitsy polka-dot bikini, it’s 
easy to see why. Each of the 
professionally produced songs 
here oozes appeal. 

“Bridgette” opens with a 
mother reprimanding her son 
for playing dress up, then 
slips into a bump-and-grind 
groove halfway between 
Marc Bolan and Prince. 
“French Bitch,” about compe¬ 
tition in the love market, fea¬ 
tures a pseudo-accordion lilt 
that would make Edith Piaf 
proud. And the plaintive “Af¬ 
ter You” sounds, strangely 
enough, like George Michael’s 
“Kissing a Fool.” 


Unlike many gender-bend¬ 
ing performers, Pussy has a 
fine voice, along with a knack 
for penning explicit and hu¬ 
morous story-songs with 
classy, complex arrangements 
that creatively utilize synthe¬ 
sizers and gifted female back¬ 
up singers. Her closest kin is 
the punk rock amazonian 
award-winning blacktress 
Vaginal Creme Davis, another 
showstopper whose talent ex¬ 
ceeds the genre she works in. 

And like Vaginal, after 
prolonged exposure, Pussy 
can wear a little thin. The sec¬ 
ond, slower side of this tape 
is a bit tedious. Still, Pussy 
Tourette in Hi-Fi! is a fine re¬ 
lease any up-and-coming su¬ 
perstar would be proud of. 

Tongue Man 
Damnation to an 
Entire Nation 
(Drunken Swan) 

It’s one thing to be in¬ 
spired by heroes; it’s another 
to imitate them. And it’s one 
thing to emulate the sub¬ 
stance of your heroes’ works, 
and another to miss their 
meaning entirely and touch 
only the surface.

Queer British duo Tongue 
Man thanks Baudelaire and 
Robert Mapplethorpe on the 
back cover of this, their debut 
album, and dedicates a song 
to William S. Burroughs. But 
to place Spud Jones and Andy 
Fenby on the same artistic 
plane as their predecessors 
would be a dire mistake. 

Jones’ attempts at stream- 


of-consciousness poetry and 
transgressive image juxtaposi¬ 
tion aren’t subversive or reso¬ 
nant; rather, they’re ridicu¬ 
lous. From “Uncle Bill”: 
“Aboriginals dressed like 
Montgomery Clift, combing 
their hair on a dark Elephant 
Road.” Despite the hip, polit¬ 
ically loaded references, that 
line is meaningless, like most 



every other lyric on this al¬ 
bum, which mines Jean Genet 
decadence as well as straight¬ 
forward kitsch (the cover of 
the tired “These Boots Are 
Made for Walking”). 

Musically, Tongue Man 
sounds like a third-rate Nine 
Inch Nails, with amateurishly 
produced bleeps and squawks 
with a few guitar riffs thrown 
in to heighten the masculinity 
they seem to revel in. In 
Melody Maker, Spud Jones 
presented himself as a queer 
Henry Rollins. If there’s one 
thing the male-dominated al¬ 
ternative music scene doesn’t 
need, it’s a hyperbutch gay 
boy wearing his oh-so-scan- 
dalous sexually charged past 
on his pumped-up bicep. 

Damnation to an Entire 
Nation would work as paro¬ 
dy if Jones and Fenby weren’t 
so damn serious. As it stands, 
this album is derivative and 
bombastic. File under boring, 
then forget it. ▼

Murderous Machismo 


The Hidden Law 

by Michael Nava; HarperCollins, $19

I n his fourth mystery-sus¬ 
pense novel involving 
his Latino lawyer hero 
Henry Rios, author 
Michael Nava plunges us 
right away into his familiar 
hot, smoggy netherworld of 
Los Angeles. Summer has 
blasted in early, and a power¬ 
ful state senator from East 
LA is back in town for a hear¬ 
ing on a bill he has sponsored 
that would outlaw consorting 
in gangs to promote criminal 
activity. Sen. August Pena 
has finessed himself out of a 
drunken driving and 
manslaughter case in Sacra¬ 
mento by accepting treatment 
in a Hollywood rehab house 
for drunks and druggies. 
Lawyer Rios is sure that 


Pena’s proposed law is 
patently unconstitutional, but 
he is just as worried that it 
would immediately invite 
clashes between the barrio 
homeboys and the crypto-fas¬ 
cist elements in the LAPD. 
But then Pena takes five slugs 
in a parking lot, and it quick¬ 
ly becomes obvious that 
much more than dubious pol¬ 
itics is at work. 

Woven into the main nar¬ 
rative are such closely related 
subplots as a feud between 
the tough director of the re¬ 
hab house and the therapist 
mandated to be there by the 
state; the crazy behavior of a 
homophobic, trigger-happy 
Latino kid; and a protracted 
breakup Rios is struggling 
through with his younger, 
AIDS-afflicted lover Josh, 


who is burning with ACT UP 
fever and an affair with a fel¬ 
low protester. 

Rios, like Nava, a man with 
both Anglo-Latino and gay- 
straight combinations in his 
life, maneuvers through the 
nasty case with such combina¬ 
tions now helping, now hurt¬ 
ing his sleuthing and legal ef¬ 
forts. Fortunately, each com¬ 
ponent both fits into and fur¬ 
thers the plot. 

Compelling Subtext 

However, The Hidden 
Law has a socio-psychologi- 
cal subtext that is even more 
compelling. The machismo 
complex that lies deep in the 
psyches of both the Latino 
and Anglo males bursts 
through often — the cause of 
the violence that blights them 


and those about them. 

Rios recognizes this 
machismo in his own nature 
and works intermittently with 
an insightful, adroitly nudging 
therapist to more fully under¬ 
stand his drunken, abusive fa¬ 
ther, now dead, and how this 
father-son relationship distort¬ 
ed his own nature and made 
him an alcoholic. 

Though the personalities 
and circumstances in the 
Pena case differ, Rios’ self-en¬ 
lightenment allows him to 
make productive interpretive 
transferences involving a Lati¬ 
no college professor with an 
outdated Che Guevara pos¬ 
ture, the murdered senator’s 
own son, and various hard-bit¬ 
ten law enforcement types 
whose anti-Chicano prejudices 
lead them to bully false iden¬ 
tifications and “confessions” 
out of terrified “lesser” males. 

Mercifully, there are a few 
strong counterbalances to 
these men, such as a decent, 
compassionate judge; Rios’ 
BAY AREA REPORTER 


therapist; and a young man 
struggling with booze who 
might just become the gay 
lawyer’s new lover. 

Nava took his title from a 
W.H. Auden poem, which 
posits a presence in us all 
which cannot be denied any 
more than any other eternal, 
universal factor known to the 
human consciousness. 
Whether Nava’s saying that 
the hidden law is a buried but 
volcanic machismo that poi¬ 
sons us all is an open ques¬ 
tion. 

But as to the question of 
Nava’s status as a writer of 
mysteries with extraordinary 
depth, there is an immediate, 
clear answer. The author 
dedicates this novel to Joseph 
Hansen, long famous for his 
David Brandstetter mysteries. 
With The Hidden Law fol¬ 
lowing closely on How Town 
and its predecessors, Golden 
Boy and The Little Death , 
Nava stands poised as the 
heir apparent. ▼
